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NAVAL COURTS-MARTIAL. 


Decision by Judge Nelson in the U. 8S. Circuit 
Court, District of Massachusetts. Reported for the 
Army AND Navy JovuRNAL. 


Alvin R. Reed, Petitioner for Habeas Corpus. 


The clerk of a perinestier in the Navy is a person in the naval 
service of the United States, and subject to the jurisdiction 
of a Naval Court-martial, for offences inst the articles 
for the government of the Navy of the United States. 

The convening officer of a Naval Gourt-martial has authority 
to send vack to the court, the record of the proceedings of 
the court in any trial, with the finding and sentence, for 
the Dr cum of such court as to the revision of the 
sen ice, 

A Naval General Court-martial was convened for the trial of A. 
B. and such others as should be brought before it. After the 
sentence of A. B. was 1 npon, the court sent the 
record of the trial, with its findings and sentence, to the 
convening officer for approval, and proceeded with other 
trials—lasting three days—at the end of which the record, 
etc, in the case of A. B., which had been sent back for 
a revision of the sentence, was taken up, end a revised 
sentence a upon, which was duly approved by the 
convening officer. Held, that the intermission of three 
days, in the trial of A. B., the court being occupied with 
the other trials, was no violation of Art. 45 of the articles 
for the government of the Navy. 

A Naval General Court-martial was held for the trial of A. B. 
and of such others as should be brought before it. After 
the sentence of A. B. was on and recorded, and the 
record, etc , sent to the convening officer for approval, une 
of the members was detached and another officer took his 
place on the court, which proceeded with other trials. At 
the conclusion of these trials, the record in the case of A. 
B. having come back for revision of sentence, the new 
member left the court, and the former member resumed his 
seat, and the court then gave a revised sentence, which 
was duly approved by the convening officer. Held, that 
this did not make the sentence of A. B. illegal. 

Alvin R. Reed, the petitioner, on the 14th April, 
1879, filed his petition, duly signed and sworn to, in 
the Circuit Court, addressed to Judge Lowell, Circuit 
Judge, in which he complains that he is unlawfully 
imprisoned on the United States ship Wabash, now in 
the harbor of Boston, and at the Navy-yard in said 
Boston, by Captain 8. L. Breese, the officer in com- 
mand of the said Wabash, and avers that the said 
8. L. Breese claims to restrain him of his liberty, as 
he is informed and believes, by virtue of a certain 
paper or sentence purporting to be a sentence made 
by a Naval Court-martial, or by virtue of an order or 
warrant issued by the Secretary of the Navy of the 
United States, based on said sentence, which sentence, 
as he is informed and believes, is null and void, and 
without authority in law, and in violation of his con- 
stitutional rights as a citizen of the United States, as 
will more fully appear from the record of the pro- 
ceedings uf the said Court-martial, a copy of which, 
including a copy of said pretended sentence, is 
annexed to the petition. Wherefore he prays that a 
writ of corpus may issue and for other relief, 
that the complainant may obtain his liberty. 

April 17, 1879, Captain Breese appeared in court in 
response to the writ, and produced the body of said 
Reed, and as to the cause of the taking and detaining 
said Reed, answered that he held him under an order 
of the commandant of the Navy-yard at said Boston, 
the said Reed being under the sentence of a Naval 
General Court-martial. 

At the hearing, which in the absence of Judge 
Lowell on the Circuit, was before Judge Nelson of 
the District Court, it appeared, and there was no dis- 
pute as to the facts, that June 26, 1878, Rear- 
Admiral Edward F. Nichols, commanding the United 
States naval force on the South Atlantic Station, by 
virtue of the authority vested in him by chapter 10, 
section 1624, article 38, of the Revised Statutes of 
the United States, duly ordered a Naval General 
Court-martial to convene on board the United States 
ship Zssexr, at 10 o’clock A. M., on Monday, July 1, 
1878, or as soon thereafter as practicable, for the trial 
of Alvin R. Reed, paymaster’s clerk, United States 
Navy, and such other persons as may legally be 
brought before it. In the order he named seven 
officers to constitute the court, five of whom were 
empowered to act. 

The court duly assembled at the time and place 
appointed. The accused was brought before the 
court, and being asked, replied that he had been 
furnished with a copy of the charges and specifica- 
tions preferred against him, and that he had no ex- 
ception or cause of challenge against the court or any 
member thereof; and, thereupon, the Judge-Advo- 
cate and the members of the court were duly sworn, 
and, at the request of the accused, counsel that he 
named was assigned him. The charges and specifica- 
tions were then read aloud in the presence and hear- 
ing of the accused. The court was then closed, and 
proceeded to consider the charges and specifications ; 
and certain alleged errors therein were pointed out 
by the Judge-Advocate, which required the correc- 
tion of the convening authority. The court after dis- 
cussion decided that they should be sent back for 
correction, and it was then opened, and the accused 
was notified of its action, and an adjournment was 
had to the following day. 

The court met July 2d, according to adjournment. 
The Judge-Advocate handed to the court amended 
charges and specifications received from the conven- 
ing authority. The court was cleared to inspect 
them, and they were found to be legally and specifi- 
cally drawn. The court was then reopened and the 
accused was asked by the Judge-Advocate if he had 
received a copy of the amended charges and specifi- 
cations, and whether he was ready for trial, to which 
he replied that he had received them that morning 
and respectfully asked until 10 o’clock the next 
morning to prepare himself for trial, which request 
was granted, and the court adjourned. 

July 3d, the court met pursuant to the adjourn- 
ment. The Judge-Advocate called upon the accused 
to listen to the charges and specifications which were 
then read aloud in his presence and ‘hearing, and 
being called upon to plead thereto, he pleaded in bar 
of trial : 
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assigned him by his superior and appointing officer, 
the pay inspector. 

Second.—That the charges, etc., were based upon 
the action of a court of inquiry, and that he was not 
subject to trial except upon charges, etc., preferred by 
his appointing officer, the pay inspector. 

Third.—That the offences alleged are not 
hle by this court, tut are offences against the general 
law of the land and are preg wan | cognizable by the 
ordinary courts of criminal jurisdiction, on proceed- 
ings instituted by his appointing officer, the pay 
inspector. 

Fourth.—That certain witnesses named are neces- 
sary to his defence, and that they are beyond the 
reach or control of the court, and that no list of 
witnesses who are to appear against him has been 
furnished him. 

Fifth.—That the amended ch , etc., contain a 
charge not included in the original charges, etc. 

The court was cleared for deliberation upon said 
pleas. It was decided that each and all were invalid 
and that the trial must proceed, and the court was 
opened and its decision announced to the accused. 

The accused then moved the court in writing, sub- 
scribed and sworn to by him, that his trial be post- 
poned because of the absence of certain material 
witnesses for his defence, until such time as the said 
witnesses may be summoned, or the Navy - 
ment be heard from on the subject. In this motion 
two witnesses were named, the pay inspector before 
referred to, and the late fleet clerk. 

‘* Another important witness towards disproving a 
oa of the charges is W. D. Evans, a merchant of 

ontevideo, Uruguay, without whom I am deprived 
of most important testimony.” 

The court was cleared, the motion discussed and 
forwarded to the convening authority, endorsed as a 
reasonable request. The court was then re-opened, 
and adjourned to ‘‘the day after to-morrow, Jul 
5th,” having decided that the Fourth day of July 
a legal holiday. 

Admiral Nichols, on the 8d July, acknowledged to 
the President of the Court the receipt of the request 
of the accused for the postponement of his trial, 
stated that the subject-matter was of too grave im- 
portance to be hastily decided, requested the Presi- 
dent to inform Mr. Reed that his request was under 
consideration, and directed the court to adjourn until 
the usual hour to-morrow. é 

The court met on the 4th July, but there being no 
decision by the convening authority upon the re- 
quest of the accused for postponement of the trial 
adjourned to July 5th, when it met again, and the 
decision of Admiral Nichols, refusing the postpone- 
ment, was received and read aloud in the presence 
and hearing of the accused. The reasons 
for refusing the postponement were because the 
motion did not set forth sufficiently under the rules 
and regulations how the testimony was ; 
further, so far as the evidence of the pay inspector 
was concerned, the report of the court of inquiry, 
upon which these charges against the accused were 
founded, showed that the pay inspector was the chief 
delinquent, and if he was called as a witness he could 
not give his testimony without criminating himself, 
and therefore could not be compelled to testify; and, 
besides, being a party in interest, he should not be 
permitted to testify. As to the testimony of the fleet 
clerk, the report of the court of inquiry did not im- 
plicate him to any extent, and therefore his testimony 
could not be material; and as to the testimony of the 
Montevideo merchant, he had no authority to compel 
his attendance. 

The trial then proceeded on each week day until 
July 16, when, the testimony being finished, the 
accused read his defence, and the Judge-Advocate 
submitted the case without argument. During this 
period one of the members, a lieutenant, fell sick 
and was detached from the court. 

There were two charges against the accused. The 
first charge was ‘‘ violation of the fourteenth article 
of Articles for the Government of the United States 
Navy.” Revised Statutes of the United States, p. 
278. To this charge there were four specifications. 
The second charge, to which there was but one 
specification, was ‘' paying money to members of the 
crew of the United States flagship Hartford, without 
authority from his commanding officer and in viola- 
tion of naval regulations.” 

The court was cleared for deliberation, and after 
full consideration found two of the specifications of 
the first charge proved in full, and the other two 
proved in part, and that the accused was guilty of 
the charge. As to the second charge, the court found 
the specification proved and the accused ty of the 
charge. The court thereupon proceeded to sentence 
the accused to a “ fine of $500 and eee ~ 
one year in any prison or penitentiary ape 
the Honorable retary of the Navy. If fine be 
unpaid at expiration of his imprisonment, to remain 
in such prison or penitentiary until such fine be paid 
to the Government. At the expiration of his con- 
finement to be dishonorably discharged the service of 
the United States. To lose all pay except $50 per 
month during said confinement.” 

The court then adjourned until July 17, when it 
met, all the members (six) being present, the 
of the previous day was read and approved, and the 
members of the court signed the record of the tag 
ceedings, finding, and sentence, which was 
transmitted to the convening authority. 

The record of the General Court-martial then pro- 
ceeds to state: ‘‘The President of the Court ucre 
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withdrew.” Another officer, Ensign 8. C. Lemley, 
detailed for the duty, took his seat as a member of 
the General Court-martial. 

The court then proceeded with the trial of Philip 
Krug, second class boy, U. 8. Navy, and afterwards 
with the trial of Philip Kincade, ship’s cook, U. 8. 
Navy, with which two trials the court was occupied 
the remainder of July 17, the whole of July 18 and 
19, and part of July 20. The record of the Court- 
martial thea goes on, under date of three o'clock 
r. M., Saturday, July 20, 1878, as follows: ‘‘ The 
court heving finished the trial of Philip Kincade, 
ship’s cook, U. 8. Navy, proceeded to revise the case 
of Alvin Rt. Reed, ae clerk, U. 8. Navy. 
Ensign 8. C. Lemley, U. 8. Navy, not being a mem- 
ber of the court which tried A. R. Reed, withdrew 
temporarily from the court, and Passed Assistant 
Paymasjer H. T. Stancliff, U. 8. Navy, who was a 
member of said court, was called into court and took 
his seat. 

‘* Whereupon the court was cleared, and the presi- 
dent produced and read aloud a letter from Rear- 
Admiral E. T. Nichols, U. 8. Navy, commanding 
U. 8. Naval Force on South Atlantic g ation, sending 
the record in the case of Alvin R. Reed, paymaster’s 
clerk, U. 8. Navy, back to the court for revision of 
sentence,” The letter of Rear-Admiral Nichols was 
as follows: 

“U. 8. Frage Sure Hartrorp, y 
**Rio pz Janeiro, Braziz, 19th July, 1878.) 
“ Commander W. Schley U. 8S. N., President Naval General 
Court-Martial U. 8. Steamer * Esvex’ ; 

‘Sin: I have carefully examined the record of the 
court in the case of Paymaster’s Clerk Alvin R. Reed, 
U. 5. N., and am of the opinion that the finding is 
in accordance with the evidence, but regret to be 
compelled to differ with the court as to the adequacy 
of the sentence. The court is respectfully referred 
to Article 51, Sec. 1624, Title 15, Chap. 10, Revised 
Statutes, for its duty in ing sentence. In the 
case under consideration, the sentence awarded can 
scarcely be called ‘a punishment adequate to the 
nature of the offence.’ The fine imposed upon Mr. 
Reed is actually paid by the United States, for the 
court grants to him fifty dollars per month of his 
pay while in confinement. The sentence also pro- 
vides that in case the fine is nut paid at the expira- 
tion of the term of imprisonment, such imprisonment 
shall continue until the fine is paid. The clause in 
regard to loss of pay is as follows: ‘To lose all pay 
except fifty dollars per month during said confine- 
ment.’ Now what is implied by ‘said confine- 
ment?’ I think its clear meaning to be the confine- 
ment imposcd by the court, viz. : one year, and as 
much longer as he (Mr. Reed) chooses to decline 
paying the fine. It will thus be seen that the accused 
will continue to receive fifty dollars per month for an 
indefinite period. In this aspect of the case, the 
sentence can scarcely be considered as a pupishment ; 
indeed, it seems rather to be in the nature of a 
reward, but I cannot suppose that the court so in- 
tended, and I am compelled to return the case to 
give the court an opportunity of revision. If the court 
in awarding this lenient sentence did soon the ground 
that there were mitigating circumstances, or that 
the accused was from any other circumstances entitled 
to merciful consideration, it erred ags.inst the law. 
Those members who held such opinions had it in their 
power, under the above referred to law, to place 
their opinions on the record, and make their appeal 
for clemency to the revising authority after ‘a 
punishment adequate to the nature of the offence’ 
had been avarded., 

**The court is.also respectfully referred to the latter 
part of sec. 248, page 47, of ‘Orders, Regulations 
and Instruction for the Administration of Law and 
Justice’ for information in regard to forfeiture of 
pay. 

** The record is herewith returned for revision. 
“Very respectfully, 
“Ep. T. Nicnots, 


**Rear-Admiral U. 8. N. Commanding U. S. Naval 
**Force on 8. A. Station.” 

"Lhe record then goes on to state that ‘‘the court 
then procecded with the revision, and ordered the 
followed sentence to be placed on the record in 
substitution for the former sentence, which is hereby 
revoked: * That the said Alvin R. Reed, paymaster’s 
clerk in the U. 8. Navy, be imprisoned in such place 
as the Honorable Secretary of the Navy may desig- 
nate, for the term of two years; to lose all pay 
which may become due him during such confinement, 
except the sum of ten dollars per month, this loss 
amounting to one thousand nine hundred and sixty 
dollars; to be fined in the sum of five hundred 
collars, which fine must be paid before or at end of 
tcrm cf confinement; to be detained in confinement 
without pay until such fine be paid, and at the expi- 
ration of term of confinement to be dishonorably 
discharged from the naval service of the United 
States.’” 

This last sentence was duly signed by the six mem- 
bors of the court (including Passed Assistant Pay- 
master Stancliff), and the Judge-Advocate, and to it 
was appended the following recommendation signed 
by five members of the court, but not signed by the 
president of the court or the Judge-Advocate: *' We, 
the undersigned, members of the General Court-mar- 
tial for the trial of Paymaster’s Clerk Alvin R. Reed, 
U. 5. Navy, would respectfully recommend him to 
the clemency of the revising power, on the ground 
that be basa wife and young child at home, who, 
we believe, are entirely dependent upon him for 
support.” 

The court then adjourned until Monday. July 22, 
to enable the Judge-Advocate to write up the 
at which time it met pursuant to the adjournment, 
and the members ‘‘ proceeded to sign this the record 
of its revised sentence.” 
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and’ Enel ey Cathy, On Mity cane tans 
ign 5 , U. 8. Navy, came into 
court and resumed his seat asa member. The record 
then states that ‘‘the court having finished all the 
business before it, then adjourned at 10:45 o’cleck, 
A. M., toawait the decision of the revising power. 

Under date of July 24, 1878, Admiral Nichols, in 
reviewing the proceedings of the court and in con- 
sidering the recommendation to clemency by some 
members of the court, declined, for reasons given at 
some length, to mitigate the sentence of the court or 
to recommend its mitigation, and concluded the record 
in Reed’s case as follows: ‘*The proceedings, finding 
and sentence are approved, and Mr. Reed will be 
sent to the United States by the first favorable 
opportunity,” which he signed. 

t wasin evidence at the hearing on the habeas 
corpus that Mr. Reed was sent from the South Atlan- 
tic to Portsmouth, N. H., in a Government vessel, 
and was thence transferred to the Charlestown Navy- 
yard by order of the Secretary of the Navy, and 
poe al to be confined ~~~ 4 on board the 
receiving ship Wabash, at that Navy-yard, at the 
present time under the command of the respondent, 
Capt. Breese. , 

There was also evidence showing that Reed was 
duly appointed paymaster’s clerk, and was duly 
qualified and placed upon the muster rolls, and had 
served in that capacity. 

Hon. Geo. 8. Boutwell, counsel for the petitioner, 
contended that the sentence of Reed, under which 
he was imprisoned, was absolutely void; that the 
Court-martial had only such authority as was ex- 

ressly given Courts-martial by statute, and that the 
jaw would intend nothing in their favor. Wise v. 
Withers, 3 Cranch, 337; exparte Watkins, 3 Peters, 
208; Brooks v. Adams, 11 Pick., 442. That the 
court finished its duty on the 17th July, when it 
made its findings and passed its first sentence, and 
sent its finding and sentence with the record to the 
convening officer; 

That the convening officer, under Article 54 of 
the Articles for the Government of the Navy, upon 
receipt of the record could remit or mitigate the 
sentence, but that he had no authority to send back 
the record for a revision of the sentence ; 

That if he could lawfully do so in any case, he 
could not so in this case, because the court that tried 
the petitioner had been dissolved by the withdrawal 
of Passed Assistant Paymaster Stancliff therefrom 
and the addition of Ensign Lemley thereto; but if 
this should not be held to dissolve the court, that its 
final action was void because the court had not, as 
required by Article 45 of the Articles for the Govern- 
ment of the Navy, sat from day to day, Sundays 
excepted, until sentence was given, but had done 
nothing in the case from July 17 to July 20. 

George P. Sanger, U. 8. Attorney, contended in 
behalf of the respondent, that the petitioner Reed 
was properly kept by the respondent as the sentence 
of the Court-martial was valid; that the Court-mar- 
tial was properly convened and duly organized ; that 
it had jurisdiction over the offences charged against 
the petitioner, because they were within Article 14 
for the government of the Navy, and over the peti- 
tioner himself because he was, within the intent of 
that Article 14, ‘‘a person in the naval service of the 
United States ;” that it had been decided that a pay- 
master’s clerk in the Navy is a person in the naval 
service of the United States in the cases of U. 8. v. 
Bogart, 3 Benedict, 327; In re Robert D. Bogart, 2 
Sawyer, Cala., 396. See also John Thomas's case 
cited in 3 Benedict 327, and reported in 10 Int. Rev. 
Kecorp, p. 53; that the proceedings of the court 
were in all respects regular and in due course of law; 
that the admiral had the legal authority to send back 
the records with the findings and sentence for 
revision: 

Ist. Because this power was in him as the con- 
vening officer of the Court-martial, by whose com- 
mand the court was called into existence, by whose 
authority it continued to exist, and by whose order 
it was dissolved. Under the Constitution the Con- 
gress had authority to establish Courts-martial, and 
when the Congress established Courts-martial, it 
established them with such powers as they pc 
at the time of the adoption of the Constitution. 
One of these powers, according to the unbroken au- 
thority of text writers on martial law, was the right 
of the convening officer to send back the record, 
findings, and sentence to the court for revision. The 
question had been raised, how often he could do it in 
any one case? but his right to send the record, etc., 
back once for revision was universally conceded by 
all the text writers, and by the opinions of the At- 
tornies General of the United States; and there was 
no controlling authority. Dyvesv. Hoover, 20 How. 


- U.38., 79; 4 Opinions Attorney General, p. 19; 6 


Ib., p. 200; MecArthur’s Courts-martial, pp. 126, 
136; Macomb’s Courts-martial, p. 32; Tytler’s Mili- 
tary Law by James, pp. 169, 338; Simmons’s Prac- 
tice, p. 289; O’Brien’s Military Law, pp. 245, 277: 
DeHart’s Military Law, p. 203; Harwood’s Naval 
Court-martial, p. 144; Regulations for the Adminis- 
tration of Law and Justice in the Navy, p. 49, secs. 
282, 265. 

2. The Congress, in Article 54 of the articles for the 
Government of the Navy, recognizes this revising 
power of the convening officer as an existing right 
on his part. It only limits his authority in certain 
matters in the revision. He may remit or mitigate, 
but not commute the sentence ; ‘but with this limita- 
tion his powers on the revision of its proceedings are 
as Jarge as were the powers of the convening 
officer in the practice of Courts-martial at the 
time of the adoption of the Constitution of the 
United States. 

8d. By section 1547, U. S. Revised Statutes, the 

adopts and gives the force of law.to orders, 
ons, and instructions issued by the Secretary 
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of the Navy, and the regulations of the Navy are 
full of authority for the convening officer to send 
back the proceedings for revision. Navy Regula- 
tions, p. 49, secs. 262, 265. 

There was no irregularity in calling back Mr. 
Stancliff. His duty on the court for the trial of 
Reed did not end until after the trial was com- 
pleted; and that trial was not finished until final 
sentence had been imposed, and the proceedings ap- 
proved. Nor were the provisions of Art. 45 dis- 
obeyed as urged by the counsel for the petitioner. 
The Court-martial was a ‘‘ General” one, and it con- 
tinued in session from or to day for the trials of 
= and Kincade from July 17 to July 20. 

After the hearing, the counsel for the petitioner 
stated to the court that he had heard of a recent 
opinion of the Attorney General of the United States 
which might apply to this case, and asked the court 
to withhold its decision until he had obtained that 
opinion, and, if found applicable, would present it to 
the court; and his request was granted. 

May 20th, counsel for the petitioner presented to 
the court the opinion of the Attorney General of the 
United States, dated May 15, 1878, to the effect that 
civilian clerks of quartermasters in the Army, and 
superintendents of national cemeteries, are not 
amenable to the jurisdiction of Courts-martial, and 
claimed that the principle of that opinion was deci- 
sive of this law, as sections 1376 and 1377 of the 
U. 8S. Revised Statutes, giving the personnel of the 
Pay Corps of the Navy, do not mention clerks to 
paymasters—precisely as sections 1132—1139, es- 
tablishing the quartermaster’s department in the 
Army, do not mention civilian clerks to quarter- 
masters. 

The United States Attorney contended, that the 
opinion of the Attorney General, without questioning 
its authority, did not apply to the present case. The 
opinion is that civilian clerks to quartermasters in 
the Army, are not subject to Court-martial, because 
they are not a part of the armies of the United 
States, to which alone the Articles of War apply, 
and that they do not form a part of the Army be- 
cause they are not named in the statutes defining of 
what the Army ehall he composed. From this opin- 
ion it necessarily follows—that if they had been 
mentioned in those statutes, with the other officers, 
they would be considered part of the Army and 
would be subject to Court-martial. Therefore, it is 
an opinion in favor of the proposition that the peti- 
tioner Reed was, and is, a person in the naval ser- 
vice of the United States and subject to Court-mar- 
tial, because the evidence shows that he was duly 
appointed and qualified as paymaster’s clerk and 
served as such, and the following statute provisions 
make them a part of the Navy. Section 1386, Rev. 
Statutes, p. 248, authorizes the appointment of clerks 
to paymasters in the Navy. subject to the limitations 
named in section 1387. Section 1410 shows that 
they are appointed efficers, not being commissioned 
officers, nor warrant nor petty officers. Secticn 
1556 establishes their pay, and section 4695 gives 
them a pension for total disability. The Navy Regu- 
lations of 1865, par. 5, classed paymasters’ clerks ss 
staff officers, and gave them assimilated rank with 
midshipmen. The Navy Regulations of 1870, section 
891, provide for the manner of appointment which 
was followed precisely in this case. 

June 12th, 1879, Judge NeLson gave an opinion, 
discharging the writ and remanding the prisoner, 
which he afterwards filed in writing as follows : 

This 1s a petition fora writ of habeas corpus to 
Captain S. L. Breese, in command of the United 
States ship Wabash, in Boston harbor, who holds 
the prisoner in custody under a sentence of a naval 
Court-martial. It appears by the return of the writ, 
and the’ other evidence, that a naval General Court- 
martial was convened on board the United States 
ship Hsser, in the harbor of Rio Janciro, on the first 
day of July, 1878, by order of Rear-Admiral Edward 
T. Nichols, commanding the naval forces of the 
United States on the South Atlantic Station, for the 
trial of the prisoner, a paymaster’s clerk of the Navy, 
attached to and serving on board the flagship //ar- 
Jord, upor charges and specifications preferred against 
him for alleged violations of Article 14 of the articles 
for the Government of the Navy. (U. 8. R. Statuter, 
Sec. 1824, Article 14.) The prisoner was tried and 
found guilty of the offences charged against him, a: d 
was sentenced by the court to ‘‘a fine of five hur- 
dred dollars and imprisonment for one year in any 

rison or penitentiary designated by the honorab.e 

tary of the Navy; and if fine be unpaid at ex- 
piration of imprisonment, to remain in such prison or 
penitentiary until such fine be paid to the Government ; 
at the expirationof his confinement to be dishonorably 
discharged the service of the United States ; to lose all 
pay except fifty dollars per month during such con- 
finement.” The record of the proceedings having 
been made up and transmitted to Rear-Admiral 
Nichols, that officer refused to confirm the sentence, 
and returned the record to the court for revision of 
sentence, and at the same time, by a Jetter addressed 
to the court, called attention to Sec. 1624, Article 51, 
of the Revised Statutes, which provides that ‘ it 
shall be the duty of a Court-martial in all cases of 
conviction to adjudge a punishment adequate to the 
nature of the offence,” and suggested that the sen- 
tence imposed was not sufficiently severe to meet the 
requirements of that article. ‘The court thereupon 
proceeded to revise the case, revoked the former sen- 
tence, and in substitution therefor sentenced the 
prisoner to ‘‘ be imprisoned in such place as the hon- 
orable Secretary of the Navy may designate for the 
term of two years, to lose all pay which may become 
due him during such confinement, excepting the sum 
of ten dollars a month, this loss amounting to one 
thousand nine hundred and sixty dollars; to be fined 
in the sum of five hundred dollars, which sum must 
be paid before or at the end of term of confinement ; 
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should such fine not be paid at end of term of con- 
finement, to be detained iti confinement without pay 
until such fine be paid, and at expiration of term of 
confinement to be dishonorably discharged from the 
service of the United States.” ‘The record was again 
forwarded to Rear-Admiral Nichols, and the new 
sentence was confirmed by him. The prisoner is now 
held in the custody of Captain Breese under this 
sentence. 

The prisoner claims that the proceedings of the 
Court-martial are void, and his imprisonment under 
its sentence illegal for two reasons. The first reason 
tissigned is, that as paymaster’s clerk he was not in 
the naval sefvice of the United States, within the 
meaning of Art. 14, of the articles for the Govern- 
ment of the Navy, U. 8. R. 8., Sec. 1624, Art. 14, 
and therefore not liable to be tried by Court-martial 
upon the charges preferred against him. This point 
has been determined adversely to the prisoner by the 
United States District Court for the Eastern District 
of New York, United States v. Bogart, 8 Ben., 257, 
and by the Circuit Court of the United States for the 
Ninth Circuit, Bogart’s Case, 2 Saw., 396. 

Under the statutes providing for the organization 
of the Navy, and the regulations for the government 
of the Navy adopted by the Secretary of the Navy, 
paymaster’s clerks form a part of the pay corps of the 
Navy. They receive their appointment from the 
Secretary of the Navy or the commander of the ves- 
sel on which they serve. They are required to accept 
their appointment by letter, binding themselves to be 
subject to the laws and regulations for the govern- 
ment of the Navy, and to the discipline of the vessel, 
and to serve until regularly discharged. Their com- 
pensation is fixed by the statutes relating to the Navy, 
and is paid from the naval appropriations, and their 
names are entered upon the Navy muster rolls and 
pay rolls. Their duties are performed on board ves- 
sels of war or at naval stations, and relate to the 
edministration of the funds of the Navy Department. 
In case of disability they are entitled to pensions as 
naval officers. In all essential particulars they belong 
to, and form a part of, the Navy of the country, and 
must be regarded as subject to its rules and regula- 
tions. 

For these reasons, which are the same given for the 
decisions of the court in the cases above cited, the 
conclusion upon the first point is that the prisoner 
was in the naval service of the United States within 
the meaning of Art. 14, and was liable to be tried, 
convicted, and sentenced by a naval General Court- 
martial. (U.S. R. 8., Secs. 1376-1389, 1556, 4695.) 

The second reason assigned is that Rear-Admiral 
Nichols had no authority to send back the proceed- 
ings to the Court-martial for revision of sentence, 
and consequently the second sentence was illegal. 

It was said by Attorney-General Legare in 1842, 
in an opinion reported in 4 Att. Gen. Opinions, 19, 
that, ‘‘in military Courts martial, the power of the 
commander by whom they have been convened, to 
direct them, in the event of disapproval, to revise 
their sentence and reconsider the proceedings, has 
never been doubted; and is rested solely upon the 
ground that the sentences of such courts are not to 
be put in execution until approved by that com- 
mander ;” and he decided in that case that the Pre- 
sident might order a naval Court-martial to reconsider 
its judgment whenever, according to the statute, his 
previous sanction is necessary for the execution of 
the judgment. The same question was again under 
consideration by Attorney-General Cushing in 1853, 
in the case of Captain Voorhees, and in an elaborate 
and exhaustive opinion, reported in 6 Att. Gen. Opin- 
ions, 201, the learned Attorney-General shows be- 
yond all question that by the well-settled principles 
of the military law, it is within the power of the 
authority appointing a Court-martial, both in the 
Army and Navy, before the Court has actually been 
dissolved, to order the case back for revision of sen- 
tence. In that opinion he says: ‘It is laid down as 
a thing not open to controversy, in all the books of 
military law, that the superior authority may order a 
Court-martial to reassemble to revise its proceedings 
and sentence ;” and ‘‘the power of ordering a case 
back to a Court-martial for revision, must be conceded 
as indubitably existing, both as to the Army and the 
Navy of the United States ;” and his opinion is fully 
sustained by the numerous authorities upon military 
law which he cites. He shows that a revisal by 
Court-martial is not a case of new trial at the instance 
of the Government, and until the sentence of the 
court is approved or disapproved, the case still re- 
mains sb judice. He clearly proves that the general 
rules of the military law have been adopted in this 
country, and are applicable to the proceedings of 
Courts-martial both in the Army and Navy. Indeed, 
it was conceded at the hearing by the learned counsel 
for the prisoner that the practice now complained of 
has prevailed both in the Army and Navy since the 
foundation of the Government. 

By the Act of July 14, 1862, Chap. 164, Sec. 5, 
(U. 8. R.8., See. 1547), it is provided that ‘‘ the 
orders, regulations, and instructions heretofore issued 
by the Secretary of the Navy be, and they are here- 
by, recognized as the regulations of the Navy Depart- 
ment, subject, however, to such alterations as the 
Secretary of the Navy may adopt, with the approba. 
tion of the President of the United States.” Under 
the authority of this act, certain ‘‘Orders, Regula- 
tions and Instructions for the Administration of Law 
and Justice in the United States Navy,” were issued 
by the Secretary of the Navy in April, 1870, with 
the approval of the President, and have ever since 
been in force. They contain the following pro- 
visions : 

**Sec. 261. No sentence of a General Court-martial 
can be carried into execution until after the whole of 
the proceedings have been laid before the officer who 
appointed the court, or, according to the circum- 
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stances of the case, shall have been submitted, through 
the Secretary of the Navy, to the President of the United 
States for his confirmation and orders.” 

‘* Sec. 262. The authority who ordered the court is 
competent to direct it to reconsider its proceedings and 
sentence, for the purpose of correcting any mistake 
which may have been committed.” 

**Sec. 263. It is not in the power of the revising 
authority to compel a court to change its sentence, when, 
upon being recommended by him, they have refused to 
modify it, nor directly or indirectly to enlarge the mea- 
sure of punishment imposed by sentence of Court-martial. 

**Sec. 264. The proceedings must be sent back for re- 
vision before the court shall have been dissolved.” 

The fifty-third article for the government of the Navy 
is as follows: 

** Art. 58. No sentence of a Court-martial, extending 
to the loss of life, or to the dismissal of a commissioned 
or warrant officer, shall be carried into execution until 
confirmed by the President. All other sentences of 
a General Court-martial may be carried into execution 
on confirmation of the commander of the fleet, or officer 
ordering the court.” 

A paymaster’s clerk is neither a commissioned nor a 
warrant officer, but holds his position by appointment. 
The first sentence was disapproved by the commander 
of the fleet, and the proceedings were returned to the 
Court-martial before it was dissolved. 

The proceedings of the Couri-martial and the action 
of Rear-Admiral Nichols seem to have been in exact 
accordance with the statutes and regulationsof the Navy, 
and to be fully justified bythe principles of military law, 
as well as by the well-settled usage of the Army and 
Navy departments of the Government. 

An order is to be entered discharging the writ and rez 
manding the prisoner to the custody of Captain 8. L. 
Breese. 

Ordered accordingly. 

[Norg.—This matter has been since heard by the 
Supreme Court of the United States, and the decision of 
Judge Nelson was sustained. ] 








Hamptcn InstitutE.—A correspondent, a lady, at 
the Hampton Institute, Virginia, writes us an interest- 
ing account of the results, so far, of the experiment of 
sending Indian children there to be educated. She says 
the experiment has been a decided success. There are 
now nearly seventy of these Indians, most of them quite 
young, all under twenty years of age. When they first 
arrived, it was feared the change of climate would affect 
their health. Consumption did indeed appear, but from 
careful observation, such cases as ultimately prove: 
fatal, were found not to be the result of the change of 
climate but to be inherent. The appropriations made 
by the Government have so far mainly been for the 
benefit of the Sioux, but the American Missionary As- 
sociation has made provision at Hampton for a number 
of Indian youths who have gone through a preliminary 
course at the agency schools to learn trades, etc. These 
preliminary schools have effected much good. Our 
correspondent then gives a minute description of the 
Indians learning their chosen trades — shoemaking, 
blacksmiths, carpenters, wagon and harness makers, 
and turners, and the general care of horses and stock 
onafarm. In some cases regular wages are paid with 
a view to teach the value of money. Last summer was 
spent in camp at a stock farm belonging to the school. 
The Indian boys are found to be about the same as 
other boys, human, with faulis and virtues about equally 
balanced. The girls, besides their regular studies, are 
taught washing, ironing, sewing, and housework, and 
some have learned quite rapidly. President Hayes and 
Secretary Schurz have persenally inspected the work 
going on at Hampton, and have expressed their satis- 
faction with the progress made. The Smithsonian In- 
stitute has also taken a lively interest in the work, and 
has arranged with Mr. Clark Mills, the sculptor, to take 
casts of the heads of those just received from the 
agencies. At the close of their terms, casts will again 
be taken, when it is expected a marked improvement in 
phrenological and facial development and general ap- 
pearance will be apparent. It is gratifying to find that 
thus far the benevolent intention of the nation to its In- 
dian wards are bearing good fruit. 


ARTESIAN WELLS.—Lieut. Seaton Schroeder, U. 8. Navy, 
has, in the Popular Science Monthly for February, an article 
on Artesian Weils and the Great Sahara. History records the 
former existence of such wells, and in modern times, under 
the sandy crust through which the waters which descend 
from the Atlas mountains necessarily sink, have been found, 
everywhere under ground, at various depths, layers of clay 
where sheets of water make actual rivers. The amount pro- 
hosed to be expended in inundating a portion of the Sahara, 
at the lowest estimate, $5,790,000, would bore 7,400 wells, 
averaging 154 feet in depth, and sufficing for the irrigation of 
24,600,000 palms. The immense benefit which will result to 
that parched region from a thorough system of irrigation is 
shown by the experience of Gen. Desvaux, commanding the 
subdivision of Batna, Algiers. Finding the wells of oasis of 
Sidi Rached drying up and the entire population broken- 
hearted, pushing forward to leave their homes, the General 
obtained permission to dig artesian wells. In a few 
weeks water was flowing at the rate of 62,725 gallons 
a day, and within eight years 24 wells were bored, 
at a total cost of $55,970, and yielding 17,600 gallons 
a minute, and varying from 20 feet to 364 feet in depth. 
The Omaha Herald favors similar experiments on the im 
mense sage bush region extending through all our territories. 
It says: ‘There are vast tracts of land, that any one who 
travels through the Rocky Mountains can see, that produce 
the finest grasses, luxuriant beyond anything in the East, that 
are really worthless for stock because there is no running 
water. The very large springs that flow from subterranean 
passages into the rivers and creeks, and sometimes constitute 
a whole creek, show conclusively that artesian wells could be 
used on these tracts not only to make them valuable as ranges 
for stock but to make them fit for cultivation, All the streams 
running into the Yellowstone have these large springs all 
along.their course, and so of other streams in the mountains. 
The experiment of artesian wells in these localities is worth 
trying. Government should do the work at first. It might 
be entrusted to Army engineers as in Algeria and the troops 
would have some employment in their long months, which 
frequently come, of enforced idleness.”

The Vallejo Chronicle, Jan. 24, says: The U. 8. 8. Alert 
arrived at Yokohama, Japan, on Jan. 31, from Nagasaki, via 
Kobe, having left there on Dec. 17. While at Nagasaki, one 
of the quartermasters of the ship was very badly stabbed in 
the bowels, and his recovery was considered doubtful. The 
affair happened in one of the numerous rum shops at that 
place. The Alert remained in this port two weeks. On her 
passage to Yokohama she experienced one of the most terrific 
storms that the oldest person on board had ever witnessed. 
The ship was struck aback during the height of the gale, and 
for a time it looked as though the vessel would go down with 
all on board.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


Rear-ApwTRaAL Howe. reports the health of the Eurc- 
pean Squadron as excellent. 

Tur World, speaking of the new machinery to be used in 
the removal of the obelisk of Alexandria to the United 
States, says: ‘‘ Lieut.-Commander Gorringe made all the 
designs and arranged all the details of the construction. 
The plan of removal was entirely original, and, as Mr. 
Roebling says, ‘there has been nothing like it constructed 
before.’ The machinery has no name, and is a ‘special 
structure contrived to shift the position of obelisks from 
vertical to horizontal.” 

A navat officer writes us as follows: ‘On the 16th of 
January the Lisbon authorities, at the request of the English 
Minister, seized all the gambling houses in Lisbon. In them 
were captured several English naval officers and deputies of 
the Cortes then in session. As every American nayal ofticer 
who has visited Lisbon knows the character of these places, 
few will be sorry to hear of their seizure, but as they will no 
doubt start again, we cannot but remember that when it was 
proposed to move the store house from Villefranche to Lisbon 
the gambling at Monaco was put forward as a plea, when 
every one knew the affair was a ‘job’ to benefit a firm of so- 
called ‘U.S. naval contractors.’ The fact that Nice is only 
by new postal arrangements thirty-six hours from London, 
and Lisbon four to five days, alone should weigh. It is 
absurd to think all officers of the Navy gamble at Monaco. 
To commence with, the stakes are too high, whereas in Lisbon 
they run as low as ten cents, and those who have gambled at 
both places speak feelingly of the ‘skin games’ of Lisbon. 
Besides, captains of ships and admirals in the European 
Station have always forbid and discouraged gambling at 
Monaco by officers.” 

Mr. Leacu, of the California Legislature, has introduced 
a resolution looking to an appropriation being obtained from 
Congress for the completion of the United States iron-clad 
Monadnock, now in course of construction at Vallejo, the 
object being that she shall be stationed on the Pacific coast 
for the protection of its important harbors, to some extent 
as those on the Atlantic coast are protected. Mr. Leach's 
action in this matter has given much satisfaction. It is 
estimated the Monadnock can be completed for service for 
about $500,000, As the Vallejo Weekly Chronicle pertinently 
says: ‘* What is this amount compared to her importance to 
the interests of this coast? A mere bagatelle. For over 
two years she has lain in her present position, exposed to 
winds and storms—a monument of shame and reproach to 
the American nation. Had she not been so substantially 
built, and every precaution taken by the builders against rust 
and damage, many more thousands of dollars would be re- 
quired to place her in the condition she was when work was 
stopped upon her. For this the Government can thank the 
consideration of the contractors, who are doubtless out of 
pocket by the operation.” The same paper, in speaking of 
the defences of San Francisco, says: ‘‘T'wo or three of the 
formidable iron-clads of any European nation would experi- 
ence no trouble in entering the Golden Gate, and penetrating 
as far as Mare Island, with the opposing naval obstructions 
we now have. Even the small ships of Mexico, Peru, or 
Chili would find no difticulty in forcing themselves within 
our harbor, and dealing death and destruction on all sides, 
to say nothing of the loss of millions upon millions in pro- 
perty devastation.” "Tis true, and pity ’tia ’tis true ! 

Tue following letter from Admiral, Porter has?just been 
made public :

They are full of 
intelligence, zeal, and ability to perform all that is required 
of them. None in the Navy have to pass through so hard an 
ordeal, and in battle their position is one where the utmost 
cooluess is required, and where there is much danger. I 
have had nearly 2,000 engineers under my comzaand during 
the rebellion, and I have never known them to shrink from 
any service.

Tur FowLer Wueret.—We have received a commu- 
nication from Mr. F. G. Fowler, inventor of the Fowler 
wheel, originally applied to the Alarm, earnestly except- 
ing to statements as to the relative performance of his in- 
vention. As Mr. Fowler’s letter is much too long for our 
available space, we give the essence of his protest in the 
following points made by him: 

‘The following propositions I claim to be susceptible 
of proof : 

‘1. That the first so-called trials of this wheel by 
naval engineers were of wheels inefficient from miscon- 
struction, aad the reports of such trials were instru- 
mental in disseminating among naval men a very erro- 
nevus opinion of the efticiency of a properly constructed 
wheel. 

‘2. That the Alarm has attained as high speed, in 
proportion to the engine power she has developed, as 
screw vessels of similar dimensions. 

‘* 3. That the speed that it waa claimed by the chief 
of the bureau of steam engineering that the Alarm 
should make (13 knots with 700 horse power) was more 
than should have been expected, or could be realized 
with other propellers.” 

The facts, as Mr. Fowler states them, are that in two 
applications of his invention, notably the revenue 
steamer Gallatin and a launch belonging totbeOrd- 
nance bureau, the proportions of the wheel to the vessels 
and their engine power, were miscalculated, the control 
of the patent and of the development of the invention 
having passed out of his hands, In its application to 
the Alarm, which was recommended after experimental 
trials of twelve wheels at the Torpedo station, by Engi- 
neer Stivers, Mr. Fowler himself was charged with the 
design and construction, a speed of 13 knots for 80 as- 
sumed revolutions of the engine, being called for. The 
maximum revolution of the engines in practice was not, 
however, more than 65 per minute, and a continuous 
speed of 56 or 57 was not attainable without binding or 
heating. Mr. Fowler still claims that the Alarm made 
with his wheel ‘‘almost the identical speed per revolu- 
tion that was intended.” 

It is no secret in the Navy that the engines of the 
Alarm have proved altogether unsatisfactory both in 
design and construction, and so far, Mr. Fowler’s protest 
against the general inference that his invention is a 
failure, seems to deserve consideration. Without the 
relative figures of both tests before us to decide from, 
we are not sure that the results of the late trial with the. 
Mallory wheel are more favorable than those with its 
predecessor. 

In support of his claim that 700 indicated horse power 
is not sufficient to drive a vessel of the size of the Alarm, 
13 knots per hour, with any design of screw, Mr. 
Fowler furnishes the subjoined table of trials published 
in Bourne’s record, the fourth instance being the test of 
the Alarm, added by himself. He says: 

‘‘T challenge the production of more trustworthy 
data from any source. To save space, minute fractions 
aud some of the minutie of the data are omitted.

‘‘Had the Alarm been provided with a suitable en- 
gine and machinery for driving her propeller, and been 
able to maintain 70 pounds of steam lrg and 80 
revolutions, as the /ntrepid at times did, there can be 
no doubt but her performance, especially when taking 
into account her light draught and manceuvring powers, 
would have far excelled that of any naval vessel afloat.”

Tue annual report of the Supervising Surgeon Gen- 
eral of the Marine Hospital Service for 1878 and 1879, 
recently published, contains, in addition to other inter- 
esting matter, much valuable information concerning 
the habits, ete., of the Indians of Alaska, extracted 
from a report of Assistant Surgeon Robert White of the 
U. 8S. Revenue steamer Rush, which went on a six 
months’ cruise last May to the North Pacific Behring’s 
Sea and Arctic Ocean, to protect the fur-seal fisheries 
and to collect information as to the resources ot the 
country and the condition of the people. From this re- 
port we should judge the Indians of Alaska not to be a 
particularly fine race, dirt and disease being the most 
conspicuous features of their lives. 








Tue Senate has passed the joint resolution authoriz- 
ing the War Department to build the military storehouse 
and depot at Omaha. The debate turned almost exclus- 
ively on the question of how the Government acquires 
title to lands in States, for public purposes. In the course 
of the discussion, Senator Edmunds made the point 
that if the purchase is made without the State’s consent 
we might still tax the land: ‘I call the attention of the 
Senate,” he said, ‘‘to what appears to me the doubtfu, 
propriety (except in the case of some extreme emergency 
where we cannot wait) of proceeding to expend money 
for permanent structures upon property the dominion of 
which we cannot obtain or do not obtain or have not ob- 
tained from the State itself.” 
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THE NEW RIO GRANDE FORTS. 

Juparne from the action thus far taken in the Senate 
there is good ground for hoping that Congress will make 
an appropriation at the present session for the erection 
of the new posts required for the Rio Grande frontier. 
It is true that the Senate of the 45th Congress passed a 
bill similar to the one now pending, and yet it failed of 
action by the House. But the report made by Senator 
Maxey, of Texas, on the subject, during the present 
session, is so much to the point that it can hardly fail to 
make an impression. Senator Maxcy is a West Pointer 
who has been of service to the Army in moments of 
legislative exigency—his opinion carries military as well 
as senatorial weight. 
The first annual message of President Hayes called 
attention to the need of protecting the Rio Grande 
border by ‘‘a considerable increase of our force upon 
that frontier, and the establishment of several additional 
military posts.” About the same time, Secretary Mc- 
Crary, in a letter of Dec. 1, 1877, to the Senate Military 
Committee wrote : 

Raids into Texas from the Mexican side of the line are 
enerally made by small parties for purposes of plunder only. 
f our posts were increased so as to be within forty or fifty 
miles of each other, on the Jine from Fort Brown to Fort 
Duncan, a small garrison of infantry at each post, wiih small 
bodies of cavalry to patrol the intervening distances, might, 


.] 


I think, protect the people of Texas from these raids. This 
would require three or four additional posts ou that line. 
General Sherman, under date of March 31, 1879, 
wrote to the same committee : 

I certainly will favor any proposition to build suitable posts 
along the Rio Grande frontier, because it forms a national 
boundary and is likely to be permanent. It may be well to 
build a new post between Ringgold Barracks and McIntosh, 
and another between McIntosh and Duncan. Should more 
be needed, I should prefer small block-houses connected with 
the larger posts by the telegraph, which would give prompt 
notice of the coming of any raiding party. 

General E. O. C. Ord, commanding Department of 
Texas, under date March 15, 1879, says: 

As to the needs of my department, I stated to the Military 
and Appropriation Committees of the House of Representa- 
tives that . . . I had now sixteen companies without 
quarters; that at lowest estimates it would take an average 
of $13,000 to quarter each of these rompanies ; that I wanted 
to build three new posts; could get along with, perhaps, two; 
this to cover advancing line of frontier settlements ; that in 
past four years I had received scarcely any money to quarter 
my troops. You can say that in the last four years the fron- 
tier of the State within which it is safe for families to settle 
has advanced from one hundred and fifty to two hundred 
miles toward the Staked Plains and the Rio Grande, and a 
new line of posts along certain parts of this new frontier, and 
to protect it from reservation Indians on the north and from 
Apaches from Mexico on the south, is necessary. 


Gen. Sherman, in another part of the letter already 
quoted, tells Mr. Maxey that the changes contemplated 
in Texas ‘‘ wiil rather increase the force by putting full 
regiments in place of such as have been there ten years 
and are reduced in strength.” Ex-Secretary McCrary 
last year reported, on Gen. Ord’s estimate, that four 
posts would be required, costing $200,000, and Gen. 
Ord renewed his call for them in his report of October 
1, 1879. Accordingly, Senator Maxey’s committee says: 


General Sherman, appreciating the wisdom of this policy, 
gives the distinct assurance that he will not diminish but 
rather increase the force. General Ord states that he has 
sixteen companies without quarters, and that at lowest esti- 
mates it will take an average of $13,000 to quarter each of 
these companies. A simple calculation shows that the sum 
of $208,000 at the lowest estimate is necessary to quarter 


these companies. The committee has reason to believe that 





jee Mexican authorities are manifesting a greater disposition 
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than they have heretofore exhibited to do what they can on 
their side of the line to prevent these lawless incursions into 
our territory, and that they are not only willing but anxious 
that the authorities of this Government shall keep such pro- 
tecting military force on our frontier as will, with their aid, 
prevent raiding on our territory in the future. Adequate 
protection of the frontier is the best security for peace. 

It is to be hoped that Congress will not again postpone 
the passage of this bill. ‘The sum asked is small; the 
need is clear; it is evidently a case of the “stitch in 
time,” which national as well as household economy 
demands. 

The House Military Committee in a report on this 
new project of posts for the Rio Grande frontier, say : 
‘‘The unmistakable mutterings of approaching general 
revolution are heard along the Rio Grande. Our watch- 
ful and faithful sentinel on the border (Gen. Ord) warns 
us that the revolution has already began.” 








Tue publication of a letter written by the enlisted men 
of some companies of the 3d and 5th Cavalry, to Lieut. 
Cherry, of the latter regiment, has called attention to 
the fact thut the custom of holding town meetings in 
the Army, may, in spite of the standing orders and 
regulations on that subject, become settled upon us. It 
appears that the enlisted men before mentioned were 
anxious to show their entire approval of the conduct of 
Lieut. Cherry in the affair with the Utes in September 
last, and they addressed a letter to him which was of the 
most flattering nature. Had the conduct of the Lieu- 
tenant on that occasion not met with the approval of the 
men under his command, they would have just as much 
right to address him a letter of censure. The regula- 
tions of the Army, for obvious reasons, expressly forbid 
any ‘‘ deliberations or discussions among any class of 
military men, having the object of conveying praise, or 
censure, or any mark of approbation towards their 
superiors or others in the military service.” There are 
no persons who desire to take from Lieut. Cherry the 
meed of praise to which he is entitled for gallantly per- 
forming his duty, but there is so much of the general 
training and town meeting style in this letter that it 
is a pity that it has ever found its way into print. All 
lieutenants who in future combats do not receive con- 
gratulatory letters from the enlisted men under their 
commands, must be considered as not coming up to their 
duties, and they may even receive a letter of censure. 
It is to be hoped that the regulations may be more fully 
enforced in future. Our intelligent non-commissioned 
officers and men will, upon a little reflection, see that 
such letters must be sulversive of all proper discipline, 
and they will recognize also that gallant officers are gen- 
erally too modest to be pleased at being selected from 
their brave companions to be mentioned in print except by 
their proper superiors whose business it is to take care 
of those matters. 








Just now, in various ways, and from various reasons, 
there seems to be a disposition to review the battles 
and campaigns of the great civil war, and not only to 
discuss what was, but also what might have been. As 
a contribution to this range of inquiry we have received 
official copies of letters written by Gen. Pope, from 
Milwaukee, in 1863, after the Virginia campaign 
of the preceding year, to Secretary Chase. Mr. 
Chase, it is true, was not a military man—except so far 
as money is the sinews of war—but he was a friend of 
Gen. Pope, and seems to have drawn out Gen. Pope’s 
views by asking for them. The first letter is dated 
April 22, 1863. It begins with some general and indis- 
putable propositions in regard to the folly of frittering 
forces into small detachments, instead of concentrating, 
and so forcing the enemy to concentrate, when victory 
would attend the heavier and better managed battalions. 
He proposed that no more forces ‘should land on the 
coast without force sufficient to advance into the inte- 
rior; that regiments should not be scattered about Mis- 
souri and Kentucky ‘‘for no purpose except to protect 
from their neighbors a few Union men who would not 
protect themselves,” and that resort should not again be 
had to the former plan of ‘‘ drawing off for the defence 
of their own homes, large forces from the hostile Army 
assembled at Manassas, and thus relieve the Potomac 
Army and the City of Washington from the apprehen- 
sion of danger with which the commander of that Army 
seems to have been so afflicted.”. Gen. Pope says that 
in January, 1862, he proposed a complete plan of opera- 
tions for the West, which led to victory as long as t 
was followed, and to disaster as soon as it was dropped. 
This plan, it seems, was conveyed in a letter to Con- 
gressman Horton. 





The Senate passed this week the joint resolution for 
annually printing 1,500 copies of the nautical almanac. 
A letter was printed from the distinguished Superin- 
tendent, Professor Newcomb, whose fame as a mathe 
matical astronomer is world-wide, briefly advocating | 








this measure, whose wisdom cannot be questioned. By 
a misplaced economy in a printing fund, not long ago 
‘* for the period of two months ships going to sea were 
unable to supply themselves with which, though cost- 
ing only fifty cents, is more necessary to safe navigation 
than the sounding-line, or the fog-whistle.” 








WE have received Volume 2 of ‘‘The History of the 
Honorable Artillery Company,” of London, to which is 
added a history of ‘‘ The Ancient and Honorable Artil- 
lery Company of Massachusetts,” by Capt. G. A. Raikes, 
Instructor of Musketry to the Honorable Artillery Com- 
pany of London. This volume is peculiarly interesting, 
and is handsomely illustrated, having for a frontis- 
piece an admirable, colored portrait of the Prince of 
Wales. Of the work, we can say that it will be read 
with interest by all who care to trace the military history 
of Great Britain, and the inception, organization, and 
actions of the ‘* Artillery Company” of our own coun- 
try, modelled on that of London. 








WE are gratified to be able to say that the receipts for 
subscriptions to the Army AND Navy Jovrnat for the 
month of January, 1880, were larger than for any 
month of January since the Journal was established in 
1863.. There was a very considerable increase in our 
subscription list during the year 1879, aside from the 
gain derived from the list of the late Gazette, and this 
increase continued during the month of January, in 
which a very handsome gain was made.

Non-COMMISSIONED Officers will be interested to know 
that the Senate has unanimously instructed the military 
committee to inquire into the expediency of framing a 
law to retire, on part pay, worthy non-commissioned 
officers, after thirty years’ service. We have no doubt 
that such a law could be proposed on this subject as 
would secure the ends in view without giving favors to 
the undeserving. It would open up new prospecis to 
both the non-commissioned officers and the private sol- 
diers of the Army, since the later hope sooner or later 
to be made non-commissioned officers. Instead of look- 
ing forward to being turned adrift, when no longer use- 
ful, our troops could live in hope of honorable retire- 
ment on at least part pay, and perhaps with additional 
Government arrangements that would make their de- 
clining years comfortable. 








On Thursday of this week, the New York Chamber 
of Commerce adopted the memorial in favor of increased 
appropriations by Congress for harbor defence, after a 
strong speech by Mr. Exrsor C. Cowprn in its favor. 
The Executive Committee were instructed to confer 
with a similar committee appointed in Boston to take 
action in the same matter. 








A CORRESPONDENT at a Western post takes strong ex- 
ceptions to ‘‘ Gonrevog’s” letter in Journat of January 
as to the necessity, or rather want of necessity, for 
quartermaster sergeants, as contemplated by House bill 
2899, and presents the claims of the aspirants to the 
position (in case the bill becomes a law) in a forcible 
manner. While the points made by our western friend 
carry some weight, yet ‘‘ Gonrevog’s” recommendation 
as to the adoption of the grade of barrack-keepers is not 
to be slighted, as the system has been thoroughly tried 
in the British service for many years, and found to be 
most successful. 





In presenting the petition, this week, of the Harlan 
and Hollingsworth Company, of Wilmington, Del., 
praying that_an appropriation may be made to finish the 
double-turreted monitor Amphitrite, now on the stocks 
in their yard, Senator Bayard made some remarks about 
the need of naval and coast defences that, besides being 
excellent themselves, inspire the belief that this Senator 
may be counted among the now increasing body of in- 
telligent and patriotic Congressmen who are roused to 
the urgent importance of this subject :

I did not see anything, nor do I now know 
anything, unless it be the — of defence by torpedoes, that 
could prevent one of many ships to-day in the British naval ser- 


vice from steaming into any port upon the coasts of the United 
States and there laying waste any city lying upon our seaboard. 


The truth is that if Congressmen will but use their 
eyes, or will listen to those who have used them, they 
will soou perceive our needs of a new navy and of 
heavy guns for our harbor defences, 





Tue Navy Department has published in pamphlet 
form the report of the Board ordered to conduct a series 
of experiments to ascertain the proper proportions for 
the ends of boiler braces. The Board consisted of 
Chief Engineer Jas. P. Sprague and Passed Assistant 
Engineer G. E. Tower, U.S. N. The report is accom- 
panied by numerous tables and sketches illustrating the 
same, and seems, so far as our knowledge of the subject 
goes, to be thoroughly comprehensive. 








On Thursday, the Board of Indian Commissioners re- 
ported on the Hayt scandal,'a majority of the committee 
finding that Hayt suppressed charges against Agent 
Hart, of the San Carlos Agency, and in return Hart con- 
veyed to Hayt’s friends, represented in Arizona by 
Hayt’s son under an assumed name, a silver mine, which - 
had been surveyed east of the Indian reservation. They 
approved his dismissal by Mr. Schurz; and perhaps Mr. 
Schurz himself begins to dimly expect that he himself 
knows less and Army officers more about Indian affairs 
han he once fancied.

PROCEEDINGS IN CONGRESS. 


On the 3d of February the Senate considered by 
unanimous consent and agreed to the following resolu- 
tion, offered by Mr. Maxey: 

Resolved, That the Committee on Military Affairs be in- 
structed to inquire into the expediency and propriety of such 
legislation as said committee may deem proper, authorizing 
worthy and meritorious non-commissioned officers of the 
United States Army, who have faithfully and honorably 
served therein continuously a period of thirty years or up- 
wards, to be placed on the retired list with such pay and 
allowances as may be just, and to report by bill or other- 
wise, 

The following resolution was adopted Feb. 2: 

Resolved, That 1,000 additional copies of the.report of 
Professor Soley to the Secretary of the Navy on the foreign 
systems of naval education, and of the report of Lieut.- 
Commander Chadwick on the training of seamen, be printed 
for the use of the Navy Department. 

And the following, Jan. 29: 

Resolved, etc., That there be printed 5,000 additional copies 
of the report of the Naval Observatory on the eclipse of 
1879 ; of which 1,500 copies shall be for the use of the 
Senate, 2,500 copies for the use of the House of Representa- 
tives, and 1,000 copies for the use of the Naval Observatory. 

Mr. Burnside presented in the Senate the memorials 
of Captains R. H. Jackson and Royal T. Frank, 1st 
U. 8. Artillery, remonstrating against the passage of the 
bills for the relief of W. A. Winder and Dunbar R. 
Ransom (heretofore given in JournaL), which was re- 
ferred to the Military Committee. 

The following communications from the War Depart- 
ment have been received in the Senate : 

Report of Lieut.-Col. Grosvenor K. Warren, Engi- 
neer Corps, relative to the improvement of the Taunton 
River, Mass.,. with estimates of cost; estimate of 
amount required to complete the printing and binding 
of the library of the Surgeon-Generai’s Office, and ask- 
ing $6,500 for that purpose; statement of expenditures 
of moneys appropriated for the contingent expenses of 
the military establishment during the fiscal year endin 
June 30, 1879; communication and report of a ‘ 
Harwood, Corps of Engineers, of the examination of 
the Saint Joseph River from its mouth in Michigan to 
Elkhart; and letters from Generals Wright and Newton, 
Corps of Engineers, relative to the improvement of the 
Harlem River, N. Y. 

In the Senate on Tuesday, Mr. Cockrell, of the Mili- 
tary Committee, presented a report adverse to the pass- 
age of the bill to remove charges of desertion from the 
military records of eight members of the 1st Michigan 
Cavalry, U. 8. V. The committee express the convic- 
tion that such special legislation is neither proper nor 
wise, and as a general rule the War Department has 
ample power to do equal justice to all applicants for re- 
lief. No special legislation should be had except in 
cases where soldiers by reason of sickness or wounds 
have been absent and papeses as deserters. Mr. 
Cockrell added that the disabilities attending the charge 
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of desertion were not as onerous as is ly sup- 
posed. The Pension Bureau paid very little attention 
to such charges. Soldiers dishonorably discharged were 
pensioned just the same as those honorably discharged, 
the only effect being as to the date of the pension. 
Desertion did not even deprive them of back pay. It 
did deprive them of bounty pay. In a large number of 
cases deserters had been relieved of the forfeiture of 
citizenship, and usually the disabilities were very small. 
But the bill goes on the calendar with the adverse 
report. 

Mr. Maxey reported from the Military Committee a 
bill, 1205, to enable the Secretary of War to acquire the 
title to the site of Fort Stockton, Texas. 


Mr. Anthony, from the Committee on Naval Affairs, 
to whom was referred the petition of John Thornley, 
medical director U. 8. N., praying for restoration to the 
Navy, submitted a reported thereon, accompanied by a 
bill (S. 1206) for the relief of Medical Director John 
Thornley, U. 8. N. He also reported without amend- 
ment (S. 210) regulating the rank and pay of fleet ma- 
rine officers in the U. 8. N. 

The following bills were reported with amendments 
by the Military Committee: S. 965, for the relief of D. 
y Kirby ; 8. 592, for the relief of Redmond Tully ; H. 
R. 2902, to place Ordnance Sergeant Williain Gaines 
on the retired list. The following are reported without 
amendment: 8. 175, for the relief of Paymaster P. P. 
G. Hall, U. S. Army; 8S. 592, for relief of James 
Burke; 8. 287, for the relief of the heirs of Charles 8.

The House has adopted the following resolution pre- 
sented by Mr. Sparks on behalf of the Military Commit- 
tee: 

Resolced, That the Secretary of War be, and he is hereby, 
requested to furnish this House with the names and lineal 
rank of all oflicers of the Army not on duty with their regiment 
or corps, but doing duty elsewhere, and the nature of that 
duty; the length of time each has been absent from his regi- 
ment or corps; the length of time each so absent has been 
performing the duty he is now engaged upon; the total 
amount of extra pay and cash value of emoluments, if any, 
each has received over and above that due to his lineal rank 
by reason of such duty, away from his regiment or corps; 
the amount of extra compensation each is now drawing year- 
ly, andthe reason why, if any, such extra compensation should 
now be allowed, 

Mr. Harris’s bill (1H. R. 3983), to provide a construc- 
tion fund for the Navy and for other purposes, was, 
Jan. 30, referred to the Committee of the Whole on the 
state of the Union. Mr. Harris gave notice that at a 
future time he should ask an assignment of a special 
time for its consideration. The bill is entitled 
**a bifl to provide a permanent construction fund for the 
Navy and for other purposes.” It contains seven sec- 
tions, of whieh four were given last week. The section 
omitted is the following: 

Sec. 6. Not more than millions of dollars shall be ex- 

nded or authorized to be expended, oyt of the permanent 
construction fund of the Navy, during any one fiscal year, 
without authority of Congress. No portion of said permanent 
construction fund of the Navy shall be diverted from the pur- 

provided for in this act; und any officer who shall 
nowingly and wilfully make use of, or authorize the use of 
any portion of said fund, for any purpose not authorized by 
the provisions of this act, shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
miganor, and shall be liable therefor to removal by Court- 
martial or otherwise. 


The Houge has passed Bills (H. R. 8989) to remove

TEXT OF BILLS PREVIOUSLY REFERRED TO. 





The Senate Committee, jn reporting favorably upon the 
bill to restore to the service John W, Chickering, late 1st 
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Lieutenant 6th Cavalry, on the ground that his dismissal was 
following the precedent in the Armes case coram non judice, 
it nowhere appearing the proceedings, findings, and sen- 
tence were Jaid before the President for his action. It follows, 
therefore, that Lieut. Chickering has never been legally out 
of the Army. The President's Assistant Secretary says: “I 
do not find any record of action upon the proceedings of the 
General Court-martial in your case, upon the books of this 
office. It may be proper to add that the records of this office 
with respect to Courts-martial cases are incomplete.” 

“ Careful consideration of the testimony adduced upon the 
trial would go to show that if the proceedings had been tho- 
roughly and properly reviewed in a spirit of charity and 
liberality, contradistinguished from prejudice or vindictive- 
ness, no other conclusion could have been reached but that 
Lieut. Chickering had not been proved guilty as to the grava- 
men of the charge. Also, that the sentence of being casniered 
the Army, regardless of the favorable recommendation of 
the majority of the members of the court and an honorable 
and enviable reeord of thirteen years’ service and three 
brevets for gallant and meritorious demeanor on the field of 
battle, was extreme, unwarranted by the proof, and, your 
committee trust, without precedent.” 

‘They give a very full report of the testimony on which 
Lieut. Chickering was found guilty of drunkenness on duty, 
to show how insutlicient it was to prove the offence. 

The weight of testimony, in view of non-commission of any 

overt act on Lieut. Chickering’s part, would argue for, rather 
than against, his sobriety. Lieut. Chickering, it appears, had 
just returned a few days previously from a dangerous and 
fatiguing pursuit of hostile Indians, in which he had ridden 
about ten days and travelled a distance of over one hundred 
miles with his command, during which time it rained con- 
tinuously. 
_ The premises considered, your committee are of the opin- 
ion that the testimony was of a character creating a reason- 
able doubt, and to such extent that it should have redounded 
to the benefit of the accused. In fact, the case for the prose- 
cution was weak, and the offence was not proven, This view 
seems to be attested by the fact that a majority of the court, 
evidently entertaining the impression that the findings were 
not properly predicated, recommended the accused to the 
clemency of the reviewing officer, a recommendation which 
Gen. Pope might have reasonably entertained. Even if the 
offence had been proved, the fact that the accused committed 
no overt act shouid have entitled him to a mitigation more 
merciful and adequate. 

Your committee are of opinion that to cashier a meritorious 
officer on such evidence was a sentence extreme, if not cruel. 

Letters and other documents are given to show Lient. 
Chickering to have been a prompt and upright oflicer, who 
has disbursed necessarily large sums of the public money as 
quartermaster and as comnussary at Fort Sully, Dakota Ter- 
ritory, and at Carlisle Bks, Penn.; also upon recruiting ser- 
vice, with integrity, honesty, and fidelity. 

To make an ofticer liable to dismissal under Article 38, it 
must appear that he was drunk on duty. ‘The evidence in 
this case fails in the opinion of your committee, to show that 
fact, unless it could be technically so considered. The viola- 
tion of this article of war could not have occurred techni- 
cally ; it must have been positive and direct in order to have 
brought the accused within its provision.” 

Hence it is concluded “that Lieut. Chickering is entitled 
both legally and equitably to the relief he seeks, which is 
restoration to the Army, with the rank and date of commis- 
sion held by him prior to the 27th of January, 1875. A favor- 
able report was made upon Mr. Chickering’s case last session 
py the Military Committee of the House, The bill is as fol- 
OWS ; 

8. 131. (Introduced March 24, 1879; reported Jan. 21, 
1880, by Mr. Logan with an amendment.) A bill for the re- 
lief of John W. Chickering. Be it enacted, ete., That the 
President of the United States be, and he is hereby, author- 
ized to nominate and, by and with the advice avd consent of 
the Senate, appoint Johu W. Chickering, late 1st Lieutenant 
6th United States Cavalry, a Ist lieutenant of cavalry in the 
Army of the United States, with the same rank and date of 
commission held by him prior to the 27th day of January, 
1875; and the law of promotion in the line is hereby sus- 
pended in this case for this purpose: Provided, He shall be 
appointed only when a vacancy happens in that grade. And 
provided, That nothing shall be paid to him for the interval 
of time between the 27th of January, 1875, and the date of 
appoinument under this act. 

The Senate Military Committee find in the case of Dunbar 
R. Ransom, late captain 3d Artiliery, that the court which 
convicted him “‘ erred in its findings as well as in the law of 
the case,” He was ganyicted of borrowing money of an 
enlisted man, neglecting to pay the same when demanded, 
and writing several letters asking his creditor's indulgence. 
He was also charged with intent to deceive and fraudulently 
avoid payment. The Senate Committee regard the tran:- 
action as ‘‘one of purely a private nature between indivi- 
duals competent in all respects, though one was an ofticer 
and the other a private. There is no evidence even tending 
to show than Ransom practiced any fraud or deceit in 
obtaining the Joay, nar is their any circumstance attending 
the negotiation of the loan from which the slightest inference 
can be drawn that Captain Ransom had any other intention 
than that of repaying the money borrowed when called upon ; 
indeed, that is not charged.” ‘The money was borrowed to 
defray expenses of his transfer under orders, and “the 
charge and specification of the accused making false repre- 
sentations to avoid payment are utterly disproved by the 
evidence of the prosecuting witnesses. Your committee are 
of opinion that a great wrong has been done Captain 
Ransom, whe for seyentgen yearg preceding this event had 
served his country fajthfylly and without blemish on hig 
character, and therefore report the bill back with an amend- 
ment, and recommend its passage.” The bill is as follows; 

8 390, introduced April 10, 1879, reported Jan. 21, 1880, by 
Mr. Logan, with amendments, to authorize the President ta 
restore Dunbar Bt. Hangom ty his former rank in the Army. 
Be it enacted, elc., That the President be, and he is hereby, 
authorized and empowered to appoint, by apd with the 
advice and consent of the Senate, to his former rank and 
relative grade in the Army, Dunbar R. Ransom, late captam 
3d Artillery, United States Army ; Provided, That said Dynbay 

. Ransom ghail not be entitled to any pay ar allowances ag 
an Army officer for the time he may have beey out of the 
military service. : 

8. 556, to authorize the President to appoint Sergeant John 
Dolan, of the 5th Cavalry, United States Army, a 2d lieuten- 
ant, and place him upon the retired list. Be i enacted, ete,, 
That the Hresiden{ be, and he js hereby, authorized to appoint 
John Dolan, now a sergeant of the 5th Cayalry, United States 
Army, to the rank of 2d lieutenant of cavalry, and place him 
upon the retired list. Dolan has been almost continuansly 
in the Service since 1850; served gallantly in numerous 
Indian expeditions and during the war of Secession, has been 
severely wounded, and suffered imprisonment. October, 
1863, he was recommended for promotion by all the officers 
of his regiment, 5th Cavalry, but did not go before the ex- 





amining board. Again recommended in 1864 by a commission 
he was rejected by the surgeon because of his wounds. He 
has the most earnest testimonials from officers with whom 
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he has served, and the Senate Committee, as already stated, 
have reported in favor of the passage of this bill. 

_ 8. 815, reported by Mr. Kirkwood with an amendment, to 
increase the pensions of certain pensioned soldiers and sailors 
who are utterly helpless from injuries received or disease 
contracted while in the United States service. Be it enacted, 
etc., That all soldiers and sailors who are now.receiving a 
pension of fifty dollars per month, under the provisions of an 
act entitled ‘‘ An act to increase the pension of soldiers and 
sailors who have been totally disabled,” approved June 18, 
1874, shall receive, in lien of all pensions now paid them by 
the Government of the United States, and there shall be 
paid them, in the same manner as pensions are now paid to 
such persons, the sum of $72 per month. Sec. 2. All pension- 
ers wiose pensions shall be increased by the provisions of this 
act from 850 per month to 372 per month shall be paid the 
difference between said sums montlily, from June 17, 1878, to 
the lime of the taking effect of this act. 

S. 888, reported by Mr. Anthony with amendments, to 
authorize the compilation and printing of the naval history 
of the war. Be it enacted, etc., That the Secretary of the 
Navy be authorized and directed to detail a line officer of the 
Navy to compile for publication the official records of the 
war of the rebellion, both of the Union and Confederate 
navies, in conjunction with the compilation of the records of 
the Union and Confederate arinies now progressing under 
direction of the Secretary of War according to the acts of 
Congress approved June 23, 1874, March 8, 1875, July 31, 
1876, March 3, 1877, June 20, 1878, and March 3, 1879; and 
the Secretary of the Navy is hereby directed to have copied 
for the Public Printer all reports, letters, telegrams, and 
general orders, properly arranged in chronological order. 
And for the purpose of such publication, the Secretary of the 
Navy is hereby authorized to employ three additional clerks, 
one at a salary of $1,200, and two at a salary of $1,000 each 
per annum ; and the sum of $1,500, or as much thereof as 
may be necessary, is hereby appropriated, out of any moneys 
in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated, to pay the same 
for the current fiscal year. j 

8. 1050, by Mr. Cameron, for the relief of Thomas G. 
Corbin. Be i enacted, etc., That the President of the United 
States be, and he is hereby, authorized to restore Thomas G. 
Corbin, now a captain on the retired list of the Navy, to the 
active list, to take rank next after Commodore J. W. A. 
Nicholson, with restitution, from Dec. 12, 1873, of the differ- 
ence of pay between that of a commodore on the active list 
on waiting-orders pay and that of a captain retired on hal 
pay. 

8. 1067, by Mr. Kernan. Be it enacted, etc., Authorizing the 
Secretary of War to examine into, ascertain, and determine 
the value of the property lost by Captain John H. Walker, 
14th U. 8, Infantry, by the destruction by fire of his quarters 
at Camp C. F, Smith, in the Indian country, in February, 
1869, and if it appears that said loss was caused by no fault 
or negligence on his part the amount shall be paid, but no 
allowance is to be made for any property except what was 
useful, necessary, and proper, and that not to exceed $3,000. 

8. 1025, by Mr. Whyte. Le it enacted, etc., That any modi- 
cal, pay, or engineer ofticer who has served, or may hereafter 
serve, a full term as chief of bureau, shall, when retired, 
have the relative rank and pay of commodore on the retired 
list. (This bill is the same as H. R. 3523, published last 
week. No report of the introduction appears in the Ouicial 
liecord. ) 

8.1078, by Mr. Forry. Beit enacted, etc., That from and 
after June 4th, 1878, all persons entitled by law to a less pen- 
sion than hereinafter specified, who, while in the military or 
naval service of the United States, and in line of duty, since 
March 4th, 1861, shall have lost an arm at or above the el- 
bow, ora leg at or above the knee, shall be entitled to a pen- 
sion of &36 per month; and all persons who, under hke cir- 
cumstances, shall have lost a leg below the knee, or an arm 
below the elbow, shall be entitled to a pension of $30 per 
month; and all persons who, under like circumstances, shall 
have lost one handand one foot, shall be entitled to a pension 
of $45 per month. 

The House Military Committee recommend the restoration 
to the Service of Redmond Tully, late 1st lieutenant 12th 
Infantry, and brevet captain U. 8. A., on the ground that he 
was put upon the supernumerary list in 1870 under circum- 
stances which, in the opinion of your committee, were illegal 
and against the true intent of the act of Congress, not to say 
highly injurious to the reputation of a worthy and good 
officer. He had no intimation of the intention to muster 
him out, and was virtually out of the Army six weeks before 
his official notification of the fact, and was not, as he alleges, 
afforded the rights and privileges of that portion of the act 
which provides for fillmg 2d lieutenancies from officers on 
the supernumerary list, at their election. Col. Vogdes, 1st 
Artillery, writes : ‘‘I consider him (Captain Tully) one of the 
best battery commanders m the regiment. I know nothing 
against his character as a gentloman. I hope the relief 
sought will be granted.” The bill is as follows: 

H. R. 2058, introduced June 2, 1879, committed Jan. 23, 
1880, to the Committee of the Whole House and ordered to 
be printed, for the relief of Redmond Tully. Be it enacted, 
ete., That the President be, and he is hereby, authorized to 
reinstate Redmond Tully, late 1st lieutenant of the 12th 
United States Infantry, as of the date he was previously 
mustered out, giving him the grade, rank, and promotion 
which he would have held had he remained continuously in 
the Army ; and that he shall be assigned to the first vacancy 
oceurring in such grade in the infantry arm of the Service : 
Provided, however, That he shall receive no pay or allowance 
for the time he was out of service, other than that already 
received at the time of his muster out. 

H. Res. 182, by Mr. Urner, appropriates $5,000 for a monu- 
ment over the grave of Francis Scott Key, the author of 
‘‘The Star Spangled Banner,” at Frederick, Maryland. 

H. R. 3563, by Mr. J. W. Singleton. Be it enacted, etc., 
That no officer of the Army of the United States shall be 
retired from active service on account of age, without his 
consent, so long as he is capable of performing the duties of 
his office, and all acts and parts of acts in conflict herewith 
are hereby repealed. 

H. R. 3743 (referred to the Committee on Naval Affairs) to 
provide for the relief of Navy-yard employees who shall be- 
come disabled while employed in the line of their duty. Be 
it enacted, etc., That if hereafter any person employed by the 
Government in any of its Navy-yards shall, while so employed 
in the line of his duty, become disabled by accident, his pay 
as such employee shall continue so long as he shall remain 
so disabled, not exceeding six months, and if such disability 
shall become permanent he shall be entitled to receive from 
the Government during life, after the first six months, a pen- 
sion equal to one-half of his pay at the time such difficulty 
occurred : And provided furthermore, That when any person 
shall have been employed in any Navy-yard or Navy-yards of 
the Government for a period of twenty-five years, he shell be 
retired on half pay. ‘The claimant for pay or pension in con- 
sequence of disability sh ull be subject to the annual exami- 
nation and approval of the surgeon of the Navy-yard where 
such claim is made. Aud to provide for the prompt payment 


of such pay and pensions as are herein prescribed, the proper 
oitizers shall be authorized to deduct from the pay of all em-~- 





plo in Government Navy-yards a or sufficient for 
such purpose, and the sonetéilin of pay so deducted from 
the pay of employees shall constitute a fund to be styled *‘the 
relief fand for employees in the Government Navy-yards,” 
and shall be reserved and held for that purpose only. 

H. BR. 3821, by Mr. O'Neill. Be it enacted, etc., That from the 
— of this act until January Ist, 1881, any machinist who 

as completed three consecutive enlistments in the United 
States Navy, received three honorable discharges, and three 
‘*eood-conduct badges,” shall be re-enlisted and retained in 
the United States Navy until disabled and pensioned, or dur- 
ing good behavior. The honorable Secretary of the Navy is 
hereby directed to re-enlist and retain in the United States 
Navy any and all machinists so qualified, with their present 
pay of $75 per month, and emoluments pertaining to enlisted 
men; and any machinist who shall have completed three con- 
secutive enlistmenss in the United States Navy, been thrice 
honorably discharged, and has received two “good-conduct 
badgos,” on or before the Ist day of January, 1881, shall be 
re-enlisted and retained in the United States Navy, with pre- 
sent rate of pay, until disabled and penstoned, or in lieu 
thereof shall on the day of his honorable discharge from the 
United States Navy be paid the sum of $959, or one year’s 
pay, with allother emoluments now allowed enlisted men in 
said United States Navy. Said payments shall be in full for 
any and all claims of aforesaid machinists against the United 
States Government. 

H. R. 3888, by Mr. Townsend (referred to the Military 
Committee), ‘‘for the relief of Charles C. Smith, late cap- 
tain 13th U. 8. Infantry,” restores him with his former rank 
and date of commission, and retires him on account of 
wounds. [He was appointed a captain 13th Infantry from 
Indiana May 14, 1861, and dismissed Nov. 5, 1864.] 

H. Rt. 3915 (referred to the Committee on Invalid Pensions), 
by Mr. Hazelton, to amend the act of Congress entitled ‘“‘An 
act to increase pensions in certain cases,” approved June 18, 
1874. Be itenacted, elc., That the act of Congress entitled 
*‘An act to invrease pensions in certain cases,” approved June 
18, 1874, be amended so as to read as follows: ‘That all per- 
sons who are now entitled to pensions under existing laws, 
and who have lost either an arm at or above the elbow, or a 
leg at or above the knee, or who shall have been so disabled 
while in the military or naval service of the United States and 
in the line of duty as to constitute an equivalent disability to 
the foregoing, shall be rated in the second class, and shall re- 
ceive #24 per month: Provided, That no artificial limbs or 
commutation therefor shall be furnished to such persons as 
shall be entitled to pensions under this act.” 

H. R. 3933, by Mr. Maginnis, to amend section 1113 of the 
Revised Statutes, relative to post-traders at military posts of 
the Army. Be it enacted, etc., That section 1113 of the Re- 
vised Statutes of the U.S. is hereby amended by adding 
thereto the following words : ‘‘And such traders so appointed 
by the Secretary of War may trade with all treaty and friend- 
ly Indians who may visit his post, without any other license 
than his appointment aforesaid, subject, however, to the 
regulation and control of the commanding officer of his post.” 

H. R, 3941, by Mr. Muller (referred to the Military Com- 
mittee), restores to the Service, with pay frow the date of re- 
appointment, Wm. H. Sloan, who was appointed 2d lieutenant 
11th Infantry June 5, 1867, and resigned Nov. 30, 1869. 

As was reported in the Journnau of Jan. 17, the petition of 
1st Lieut. Walter IF’. Helleck, retired, for an increase of his 
rank and pay to that of lieutenant-colonel retired, has been 
indefinitely postponed. The claim was based upon the fact 
that during an assault on Washington while acting as field 
officer of the day, and having “under his orders troops 
necessary to have constituted the command of a lieutenant- 
colonel,” Lieut. Halleck’s foot was crushed by the fall of his 
horse, and that these facts were not considered by the retiring 
board. The Senate Committee hold that the troops under 
the petitioner’s command at the time he received the injury 
referred to, were not an organized body, and that the com- 
mand of troops accidentally brought together without organi- 
zation does not give ‘* rank to officers thrown with them, and 
in no wise connected with them in organization.” The rank 
of lieutenant, upon which Mr. Halleck was retired, was the 
highest ever held by him, and the highest “he was entitled to 
under the law.” 

H. R. 3946, by Mr. Hawley (referred to Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs), ‘for the relief of Enno T. Wenckebach, of 
New York,” authorizes his appointment to the grade and rank 
of captain held by him on the date of his muster out in 1871, 
to fill any vacancy occurring in that grade. He was trans- 
ferred to the list of supernumeraries and honorably mustered 
out Jan. 1, 1871. Captain Wenckebach is a native of Ger- 
many, and was appointed in the Army a 2d lieutenant 13th 
Infantry in 1865, being promoted captain Sept. 15, 1867. 

H. R. 3959, by Mr. Garfield, to repeal section 1131 of the 
Revised Statutes, and to reduce and fix the rank and number 
of ofticers in the Inspector-General’s Department of the Army. 
Be it enacted, etc., That hereafter the Inspector-General’s De- 
partment of the United States Army shall consist of one in- 
spector-general, with the rank of brigadier-general; two 
iaspector-generals, with the rank of colonel; four inspector- 
generals, two with the rank of lieutenant-colonel and two with 
the rank of major, and that section 1131 of the Revised Sts t- 
utes be, and the same is hereby, repealed: Provided, Tlat 
nothing in this act shall be consteued as reducing the rank of 
any officer now inthe service. Sec. 2. That all laws and parts 
of laws conflicting herewith be, and are hereby, repealed. 

H. R. 4018, by Mr. O'Neill (referred to the Committee on 
Naval Affairs), for the relief of machinists of the United 
States Navy. Be it enacted, etc., That the Secretary of the 
Navy be, and he hereby is, authorized and directed to re- 
enlist and retain in the United States Navy, during good 
behavior or until disabled or pensioned, any and all 
machinists who may have served three consecutive terms of 
enlistment, or who are nowserving on their third enlistment, 
and who have received three honorable discharges and two 
or more good-conduct badges: Provided, That they present 
themselves at a naval rendezvous within three months of the 
date of the last honorable discharge, with the rate of pay at 
present allowed ; and any machinist who shall be thus duly 
qualified and present himself at a naval rendezvous for per- 
manent re-enlistment in the United States Navy within three 
months of the last honorable third discharge, and shall not 
be re-enlisted in consequence of the reduction of the naval 
forces, shall be finally discharged the service of the United 
States with one year’s full pay, the same to be received in 
full of allclaims against the United States. 

H. R. 4052, by Mr. King (referred to the Committee on Naval 
Affairs), to repeal part of an uct regulating the appointment 
of cadet midshipmen, and so forth. Be it enacted, etc., That 
that part of the act entitled ‘‘ An act regulating the appoint- 
ment of cadet midshipmen and cadet engineers in the Naval 
Academy, and for other purposes,” approved June 17, 1878, 
which has reference to the appointment of cadet midshipmen 
at large, and repeals section 1506 of the Revised Statutes, 
be, and the same is hereby, repealed. Sec. 2. That section 
1506 of the Revised Statutes be, and the same is hereby, re- 
vived.

It will be rememberet! that under the present law this 
department is (6 Consist of one Lrigadier-general, two 
Heutenant-colonels, and two majors, as soon as the num- 
ber of officers in it is reduced to below six, but that no 
officer now in the department is to be reduced 'n fk 
or mustered out. It is very doubtful Whether any effort 
would have been made to effect a change were it not for 
the fact that a pattoces person wishes to have a particu 
lar place, and that place is an appeintment in the al 
tor-General’s Department. Soa place must be made— 
« hole to put the peg into—and it is stated upoti pretty 
good authority that the friende of the peg have exacted 
a promise from the President to give the appointment 
as desired, if the place can be made for him. The 
pees that have been positively selected for holes have 
ailed on so many occasions to find their places that we 
cannot offer any advice as to the manner of betting en 
this affair.

A bill has been introduced by Mr. Frost, of Missouri, 
Which proposes to abolish the Professorship of the Span- 
ish language at West Point, and te establish a Profes- 
sorship of German in it# stead. Should this change be 
effected, we hope for the good of the institution that a 
gentleman, who ls a German and a scholar, will be ap- 
pointed to the Professorship. A knowledge of the Ger- 
man, French, Spanish, and Italian languages are now 
necessary for a’complete — education, biit it would be 
impossible to teach all of them in a four years’ course at 
the Military Academy, and if we can have but two of 
them, perhapa we should choose French and German. 
In 1857, Congress authorized the appointment of a 
Professor of Spanish, with the pay of major of cavalry, 
and a comfortable house, with full forage, ete., etc. It 
was a high and honorable office, and should have been 
filled by a gentleman, & Spaniard, and a scholar. Mr. 
Buchanapy, at the suggestion of Mr. Floyd, the then 
Secretary of War, and others, gave the appointment to 
the Sword Master at West Point. This gentleman had 
heen a favorite among the officers and cadets, but he 
was not a Spaniard, neither was he a scholar, and there 
were other grave reasons — the appointment should 
never have been made, and when it was confirmed, a 

ry of ‘‘shame!” went up from every graduate of the 
institution. The most competent man in the United 
States for the position was Professor Agnel, who had 
the department of French, and he was not only willing, 
but anxious, to take charge of the instruction in Span- 
ish ; but intrigue carried the point. 

During the lifetime of those who secured this appoint- 
ment in the Academy, there was, of course, no relief. 
The same influences were always at hand to protect the 
incumbent. Various attempts have been made by suc- 
cessive Superintendents to arrange the matter without 
avail. Once the Board of Visitors made a report, after 
taking some testimony, which was of such a nature that 
it could not be published, and upon this was based a 
recommendation for a change in the Professorship of 
Spanish. This report Mr. Floyd gave to the Professor's 
wife, and that was the last ever heard of it. This state- 
ment is made by the gentleman who was on the Board 
of Visitors who made the investigation, and who for- 
warded the report. 

If we are to have a professor of German, let him be 
a German. The idea of having an American born and 
reared in this country, and educated only in the English 
schools, fur professor of the modern foreign languages, 
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may point to the late Professor as a polyglot, and 
a man fully ee ¢ Cea ther English, nch, 
or Spanish, although he was a native of this continent. 
But Professor Agnel was one in a million; or rather one 


in ten fuilljone. 

A5 the Professor of Spanish has for many years very 
good naturedly acted as interpreter of the French lan- 
guage at West Point on the occasion of visits by for- 
eigners to the Academy, we would suggest that, in case 
of any merging of the pene by whith tbe Span- 
ish professor should bt left out, an item be introduced 
inte tlie bill which would authorize the employment of 
an interpreter of the French —_—- at the Academy, 
for there has always been a lamentable lack of the 
knowledge of that lan among the officers and pro- 
fessors of the institution. It would be a pity td hive 
the foreign officers visit thé post, and find themselves 
Ubliged to s English, which the most of them do 
about as badly as our own officers do the French.

CERTAIN BREVET APPOINTMENTS. 


Tum Senite Military Committee, to whom was re- 
ferred 8. 219 relating to certain brevet appointir ents, 
reported January 21, 1880, that, ‘‘ From the laws here- 
inbefore quoted, and the facts stated in the foregoing 
communications from the War Department, it clearly 
appears that the policy of the Go¥efnment in tegard to 
brevet appointments tind commissions, and the ef 
of the President to Confef them, and théir effects when 
conferted, wefe wholly changed by the legislation of 
1869 and 1870 incorporated into the Revised Statutes, 
and that this policy adopted in 1869 and 1870 has been 
steadily adhered to ever since, and that the Senate has 
repeatedly refused to confirm nominations for brevet 
appointments not made in striet conformity to the laws 
queted. Yoiif Cémmittet Se no réagon or suflicient 
grounds to justify them in recommendiug a departure 
at this time from the present settled policy. Your com- 
mittee, therefore, report back the said bill adversely, 
and recommend that it be indefinitely postponed.” 
The bill proposes to exempt from the operation of 
the act of Mareh 1, 1869, officers who were confirmed 
by the Senate for brevet appointments March 3, 1809. 
he 1st section of this act repealed the 61st article of 
the act of April 10, 1806, which is no longer an article 
of war. The 2d section provided ‘‘ that from and after 
the passage of this act commissions by brevet shall enly 
be conferred in time of war and for distinguished con- 
duct and public service in the presence of the enemy. 
And all brevet commissions shall bear date from the 
particular action or service for which the officer was 
brevetted.” 

The Adjutant-Genetal réporta that the ntimber Of of- 
cers affected by the bill is as follows: Officers now in 
the Regular Army, 109; officers of the Regular Army 
now dead or out of service, 58; officers formerly in the 
volunteer forces, 26. He also says: 

‘* At the time this act was passed, a large number of 
nomiuaticns fot b¥evet appointments were pending be- 
fore the Senate, and some of the officers whose nomina- 
tions were so pending had received brevet appointments 
during the preceding recess, by letter from the Presi- 
dent, requiring confirmation by the Senate. A portion 
of these nominations only were confirmed March 3, 
1869, by the Bendte. The qtiestion as to whether eom- 
missions should issue to those whose nominations were 
thus confirmed—notwithstanding the act of prior date, 
March 1, 1869—was submitted to the Attorney-General, 
who rendered an opinion April 24, 1869, (Opinions, vol. 
xiii, p. 31), that if the officers were not nominated by 
reason of ‘ distinguished conduct and public service in 
the presence of the enemy’ they could not be commis- 
sioned. Hence, such of the ofticers thus nominated and 
confirmed as were not excluded by the act of March 1— 
as construed by the Attorney-General—were duly com- 
missioned; and those of the same class (nominated for 
distinguished *conduct in battle, etc.,) whose nomina- 
tions were pending but not acted on March 3, 1869, 
were renominated the succeeding session, and were con- 
firmed and commissioned (in April 1869). 
“The next question asked is ‘whether the act of 
March 1, 1869, affected other officers than those con- 
firmed March 3, 1869.’ The answer to this is, that it 
did. The selections for brevet nominations appear to 
have been made without consulting the official records 
of the officers. Some who had been already several 
times brevetted were nominated for additional brevets, 
without any apparent reason, based on additional mer- 
itorious services. At the same time there were many 
distinguished officers—both of the regular and volunteer 
service—who had at least equal claims with those se- 
lected for nomination, and in some cases far superior 
claims, whose names were omitted from any nomina- 
tion list. 
“The next question is, ‘Why the act of March 1, 
1869, should be so construed as to affect only those con- 
firmed March 3, 1869, and not other officers.’ The an- 
swer to this is, that it has not been so construed, and no 
nominations have been made since the passage of the 
act that did not come within its provisions; and it may 
be added that the Senate has declined to act on all nom- 
inations for brevets which have been made since 1869, 
embracing nominations to confer brevet appointments 
on officers for service in the Modoc and other Indian 
campaigns and battles, submitted to the Senate 1874 to 
1875.”

Apropos to the obituary of Col. Steen, published 
elsewhere, it may be well to notice that both Boone and 
Steen were officers.of the Mounted Rangers, a battalion 
of mounted men which was raised in 1832 for service 
on the Indian frontier. The Rangers were changed to 
the Regiment of Dragoons, and incorporated into the 
regular Army in 1833, with Henry Dodge as colonel. 

A report from the Secretary of War transmitted to 
the Senate Feb. 5, shows that the organized strength of 
the Militia force of the different States consists of 145 
general officers, 1,605 regimental, field, and staff of- 
ficers, and 6,198 company officers, making a total of 
8,869 commissioned officers. Of non-commissioned of- 
ficers, musicians, and privates there are 117,037. The 
unorganized force, or the number of men available for 
military duty, is put down as 6,516,758. 


Tue House Committee on Appropriations has, it is 
announced, decided not to perfect any more appropria- 
tion bills until the House has finally agreed upon and 
adopted the new rules it is now discussing, and which 
will set at rest the disputed question of the jurisdiction 
of the committee. 

Tne bill for the creation of the Territory of Pembina, 
a provision granting the lands embraced in the present 
military reservation of Fort Abm. Lincoln, when no 
longer needed for military purposes, for the purpose of 
establishing the Custer Memorial College. The ground 
selected is a handsome plateau three hundred feet above 
the waters of the murky Missouri, handsomely laid out 
and ornamented by numerous trees transplanted six 
years ago by Gen. Carlin, and carefully handled in 
succeeding years by order of Gen. Custer. The site 
overlooks Bismarck on the east, five miles distant, and 
the flourishing city of Mandan three miles north, and 
one of the handsomest and healthiest locations it would 
be possible to obtain for such a purpose.—Bismarck 
Tribune. 

Queen Victoria has just presented $250 to Private 
George Dodd, of the British army, in recognition of his 
gallantry in saving a child from death under the wheels 
of a tram-car in Dublin. The car was going down a 
steep incline, and could not be stopped. Dodd sprang 
forward to snatch the child, and would have paid for 
his bravery with his life had not the pole struck him 
and knocked him, with the little one in his arms, clear 
_ of the rail.

EXPLOSIVE BULLETS. 


To the E-litcr of the Army and Navy Journal; 


Str: I am surprised that the use of explosive bullets 
by the Confederates is doubted. It was a thing notorious 
to the Army of the Potomac, certainly during the last 
year of the war. 

During the assault on the ‘‘ Death-angle” at Spott- 
sylvania, May 12, 1864, I stood, for atime, behind a 
battery, and heard several such bullets explode cluse to 
me. The noise was like that of a Chinese cracker, but 
not so loud. I supposed, then, that the enemy's sharp- 
shooters were endeavoring in this way to blow up the 
battery's caissons. 

Gen. C. L. Peirson, formerly of the 39th Massachu- 
setts Infantry, tells me that, during a night attack before 
Petersburg, in June, 1864, great numbers of these bul- 
lets were shot at the regiment; and exploded, giving 
slight flash. 

In my collection I have one or more bullets of the 
sort, which have exploded. They were picked up by 
me before Petersburg during the investment, and were 
fired, if I remember well, from the so-called ‘‘ Mine,” 
also termed Gruacie’s salient.

QUARTERMASTERS’ SERGEANTS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal; 


Sir: I cannot exactly agree to all Chat ‘‘ Ronrevog” 
has to say in your issue of Jan. 10, relative to quarter- 
master sergeants. It is quite true that they are needed 
rauch more than commissary sergeants, and equally true 
that commissary sergeants cannot be assigned:to duty 
outside of the Subsistence Department, but I see no 
reason in this why we should not have our quartermas- 
ter sergeants. 

As to quarters, at all the posts I have ever seen, the 
N. C. 8. were about as well off asthe junior lieuten- 
ants. But in reality it would not give us a new N. C. 8. 
grade, for we already have regimental Q. M. sergeants, 
and all we need is a corps of non-commissioned officers 
attached to the Quartermaster’s Department to be as- 
signed to duty at posts not habitually used as regimental 
headquarters, at posts where the duties are now per- 
formed by sergeants of the line detailed as ‘‘ laborers,” 
or something of the kind: men whvu do more work than 
any one else at the post, and who fully earn and should 
have the increased pay and fixed rank of a staff position. 

Of course there are many small one-company posts 
where they would not be needed, so that the number re- 
quired would be small, and with very little expense to 
the Government, would supply a great and long-felt 
need, and at the same time do no more than justice re- 
quires for the enlisted men who are now performing the 
duties of quartermaster sergeants. 

As to ‘* Ronrevog’s” suggestion concerning barrack 
keepers, would it be advisable to make the Ordnance 
Department the custodians of property for which the 
Quartermaster’s Department is solely responsible? No, 
but give us enough Q. M. sergeants, ranking with regi- 
mental Q. M. sergeants, to supply our large posts, not 
regimental headquarters, and the need for *‘ barrack 
keepers” would disappear. 

But if the N. C. O. performing the dyties of Q. M. 
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sergeants is not treated fairly, what shall we say of his 
‘‘ commissioned superior” performing, in many cases, 
duties every whit as arduous as those performed by 
many Officers of the Quartermaster’s Department, who 
write ‘‘ Captain and A. Q. M.” after their names, with- 
out being allowed even ‘‘extra duty pay?” He rises 
early and works late, frequently being obliged to be his 
own clerk and storekeeper, with no reward save that of 
being called the meanest man at the post. Ten dollars 
a month additional would, I know, make many of them 
supremely happy, and among that number is 
A. A. Q. M. 


HEAVY ORDNANCE. 


70 the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal : 

Str: Owing to the neglect of aservant, your JouURNAL 
of the 6th of December has only reached me to-day. In 
it I find Commodore Simpson's Jetter containing his ob- 
jections to the Palliser system. I am no great authority 
such as Commodore Simps)n is. I am only, as it were, 
the apothecary; my brother, Sir William Palliser is, pro- 
perly speaking, the doctor in the matter of guns. I, 
therefore, feel hardly a match for my well informed and 
redoubtable antagonist. My proper course would ap- 
pear to be to refer him to the work of the Ordnance 
officers with regard to breech loading guns. 

Commodore Simpson says somewhat triumphantly, 
that I will not pretend to say the Palliser guns are ca- 
pable of being converted into breech loaders. It has 
already been done by the U.S. Board of Ordnance. 
They have applied the Krupp system of closure to a gun 
converted with a coiled barrel and report very favorably 
on the result. 

The same has been done in England, and I beg to 
enclose some drawings showing Sir William Palliser's 
proposal to our Ordnance select committee for breech 
loading with reinforcing jacket in 1863, and patented 
by him for breech insertion of coiled wrought iron bar- 
rels. I send you duplicates in case gentlemen interested 
would like to have them.* The patent is still alive, 
having been prolonged by our Government as a reward 
for good services. 

This breech insertion of coiled barrels is now claimed 
by others as a new invention, but this cannot alter the 
fact of our Ordnance select committee having accepted 
the original proposal, minute 9908, 9959, as shown in the 
enclosed drawings so long ago, and of our Government 
having renewed the patents. ; 

In consequence of the threats of ai foreign power 
against the merchant fleets of the Brit sh empire, the 
Canadian government has ordered some 7 inch and 6} 
inch Palliser breech loading rifles to be made in Canada. 
These will all be 24 calibres length of bore. The shot 
velocity will be from 1,800 to 2,000 feet, and some of 
the guns will be converted guns. In all the guns the 
barrels will be inserted from the breech and will pro- 
trude at the muzzle to the required length.. The guns 
and their carriages are designed for Canadian ocean going 
steamers. 

The contest between the Parsons and Palliser systems 
was essentially one between steel tubes and loose coiled 
wrought iron barrels, and has been an exceedingly in- 
teresting and important one. In the United States con- 
test Mr. Parsons got hold of a bad tube: the treacherous 
material failed him just as it did the unfortunate sailors 
of the German man-of-war Renown, with Herr Krupp’s 
9} inch gun. The only system against which a burst 
cannot be recorded is Sir William Palliser’s, and there 
are now about 2,000 of his guns on service. 

The other day two of his guns were tested doubly- 
loaded, that is, one charge of 10lbs. of powder and a 
66lb. shot, with another charge of 10lbs. of powder and 
another 66]b. shot rammed down on them; both had gas 
checks. One gun, weight 6,500Ib., fired four rounds, 
and the other nine rounds without effect. The powder 
was then changed tothe R. L. G., or, as French officers 
justly call it, poudre brutale. This horrid stuff, issued 
to the Palliser 80 pounders, which are used in our ser- 
vice in great numbers, gives a pressure every service 
round of over fifty-six thousand pounds to the square 
inch. I don’t know what the pressure was in the 
doubly-loaded 66 pounder ; the coiled barrel has bulged 
over the front powder charge and the casing of the gun 
is cracked, but there was no explosion. This is exactly 
what Sir Wil'iam predicted. 

As the barrel is still quite sound, a coil has been 
shrunk on the jacket and firing is to reeommence, this 
time with single and moderate charges, with wads 
stuck in the bore to see the effect of a _— It is hoped 
by us that the honest coil barrel will again bulge and 
allow the shot to escape without a burst. It is probable 
that half a dozen rounds must be fired before a jam can 
be obtained, and then the wad must be laid well down 
in the bore. : 

Your readers may be interested to hear that in turn- 
ing down the casing of the gun to a level to receive the 
coiled iron jacket, the cracks disappeared ; showing that 
the whole strength of the gun had been brought into work, 
the hardest and least extensible portion, viz., the out- 
side, — the first to give way—an excellent proof of 
the soundness of this principle of constructing guns. 
This gun and its fellow has exhausted the double loaded 
theory, whatever the fate of the Tiunderer gun. If the 
Thunderer gun does not get through its double charge 
safely then it is simply an inferior gun. 

The jammirg test of two rounds with wads yesterday, 
with the Thunderer gun, was no test at all, as the wads 
were blown out before the shell reached them. 

The test Sir William Palliser will mi Oy be, as 
usual, thorough; and as my friend, Lieut. H. T. Stock- 
ton, of the U. 8. N., will be present, your Service will 
learn if a papicr maché wad stuck in the bore of a gun 
so that the flash and rush of air does not move it, isa 
harmless obstacle. It is a question which must be set 
at rest.

Tae experimental test of the question as to the cause 
of the explosion of the thirty-eight ton turret gun on 

board the British ironclad 7hunderer, in the sea of Mar- 
mora, January 2d, 1879, by bog oA several officers and 
a-a nen were illed, was made Feb. 3d, at the —

Arsenal at Woolwich, England. The theory was that 
te disaster resulted from the double loading of the gun 
through carelessness, and according to this theory the 
sister gun, which was brought home for the purpose of 
experiment, was loaded and fired with a double charge 
of 89 and 110 pounds of — 1,600 pound common 
shell and 1,700 pound Pall _— The gun burst, 
as its fellow did on board the Thunderer, thus justifvii g 
the opinion of the committee of investigation as to the 
cwse of that disaster.

FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE. 


Tue formidable and extensive system of fortifications, 
which is intended to make Paris impregnable, may now 
be said to be completed. 

TneErx is evidently a revival in those trades that sup- 
ply the munitions of war, and everywhere we seem to 
hear the armorers— 

a With clink of hammer closing rivets up, 
giving ‘‘dreadful note of preparation.” In plain prose, 
while business is brisk in our own arsenals, we learn 
from Vienna that the directors of the Russian small 
arms manufactory have been instructed by the Minister 
of War to procure immediately 70,000 breech loading 
lifles from Setrowez, 80,000 from Isevser, and 500,000 
from foreign sources. People, however, may well ask 
what our rivals purpose doing with so large a number of 
arms of precision in excess of what they already have, 
—Broad Arrow. 

Tue Gatling, Nordenfeldt, and other machine guns 
are about to be tested under novel conditions at Ports- 
mouth, in charge of the gunnery officers of the Hzcellent. 
While they will be submitted to a practical trial with a 
view of determining their efficiency as regards range and 


certain their power to meet torpedo attacks. For this 
purpose a model of a boat will be placed upon a raft, to 
prevent its sinking under fire, and, though stationary it- 
self, it will be fired at by machine guns from the bows 
of torpedo boats going at a high rate of speed. 

AcoorDING to telegrams published in the London 
Standard, Nihilism is spreading to an alarming extent in 
the Russian army. Four officers in one regiment were 
recently arrested on a charge of disseminating revolu- 
tionary intelligence among their subordinates, and dis- 
tributing age prohibited by the authorities of St. 
Petersburg. Seditious prints and documents were also 
found at the officers’ lodgings. Two officers who hid 
assisted eight political prisoners to escape have been ar- 
rested, and in two districts where Nihilism was dis- 
covered in the regiments special courts-martial have 
been established. 

A new journal of aeronautics and meteorology, in the 
Russian language, to be called the Vozedouhplavatel 
(aeronant), has been announced to appear with the New 
Year. Special attention will be devoted to the military 
aspects of aerial science. 

Tue French Budget for this year has just been pub- 
lished, and furnishes the following information with 
regard to the army and navy. There are now only 
three Marshals—Marshal Canrobert, who is a Senator 
and president of the Committee on Promotion; Mar- 
shal MacMahon, and Marshal Lebeeuf, who has been 
under a thick cloud ever since the Franco-German war. 
Each receives 80,000fr. a year. The Grand Chancellor 


a palace, receives 40,000fr.; the Secretary General, 
18,000fr.; the Governor of the Invalides, 27,000fr.; 
the Military Governor of Paris, 25,000fr.; the Military 
Governor of Lyons, 15,000fr.; and the Commanders of 
Army Corps, $1,000fr.

18,000fr. a year; Rear-Admirals, 12,000fr.; Post Cap- 
tains, 8,000fr., etc. There used to be another prize for 
military men—to wit, the Governor-Generalship of Al- 
geria, 100,000fr. a year; but that post is now held 
by M. Albert Grévy, brother of the President of the 
Republic.

N reference to the order of the German admiralty de- 
ce ing that the words of command “‘ port 
and “‘ starboard ” (steuerbord) are to be understood in a 
sense the reverse of that they have hitherto conveyed, 
the United Service Gazette says: ‘‘To ‘ port’ the helm 
now means in the German navy that the ship’s head is 
to go to ‘ port,’ and ‘starboarding’ the helm means that 
the ship’s head is to go to the right. The new order of 
the German admiralty has common sense to recommend 
it, so far as the new interpretation placed upon the 
terms goes, but without the change becomes universal 
it will be necessary for all other ships and vessels to 
give German men-of-war a wide berth when they fall in 


with them. 

Pror. NorpenskJoup’s Arctic exploring vessel Vega 
was expected to arrive at Naples at the end of January. 
The Vega was to be met by a flotilla of gaily-dressed 
vessels, and escorted into the bay. The officers of the 
Vega are to be entertained at a grand banquet, to which 
all the scientific, commercial, and political bodies of 
Naples are to be invited, to be followed by a gala repre- 
sentation at the San Carlo. 

Tue Broad Arrow, coming to the defence of the Brit- 
ish navy against recent vague attacks upon it, mye that 
though not perfect, ‘‘it is, and it always must be, the 
most perfect navy in the world, embodying every im- 
provement, growing with every demand made upon it, 
expanding to meet our imperial necessities, and ever en- 
gaging our most earnest and most constant attention. 
Any naval minister worth his salt will a situation 
so simple, and it is insulting to his intelligence to pour 
upon him a cataclysm of hints gleaned from the very 
primers of naval history and construction. We see, for 
exanple, in our own navy, what is but seldom visible else- 
where—that we build varied types seguialy, that we are 
always engaged in adding new vessels of special con- 
struction to our fleet, and that we neither hesitate to 
spend money nor to profit by the failures and successes 
of others. We believe we might go further and say that 
the rate of deterioration is not nearly so great with us as 
with the European navies nearest to our own in paper 
strength and age. The result of such a difference in the 
pace of decay will soon make itself manifest. At the 
present moment one-half of the ironclads of first-class 
European Powers may be considered obsolete in type, 
and nearing their end as serviceable, sea-going vessels.

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The same care has not been manifest as with us to place 
new ships on the stocks, and hence in five or ten years’ 
time we shall be relati stronger than we are at the 
present moment.

A iuirary lecturer in Vienna has been proving to his 
own satisfaction and that of his audience, by a process 
of inductive reason that when meets Russia 
in Central Asia, the -deferred struggle takes 
place, the former must go down before the strength 
of its colossal rival. Broad Arrow replies: ‘‘ We re- 
member how frequently it has been proved that the 
power of England is all over, and that our army and 
even navy exist on paper. Still, somehow or other, 
when it comes to blows, we meeehy come to the front. 
The Russians assured Shere that we could not get to 
Cabul in two years, and yet events showed that we could 
have been at his capital in as many months. We take 
it that military critics, both home and foreign, while 
keenly alive to the defects of our system of voluntary 
recruitment, do not appreciate the advantages of an 
army in which every man is a soldier by his own choice 
and free will. The more we look with dispassionate 
eyes on the fighting that has been done and is now doi 
by the British army, the more we admire the individua 
soldier.” The Viennese ——— are adducing argu- 
ments to prove that the military power of England, 
apart from her naval st h, is really unlimited and 
inexhaustible. On this point the Presse alludes to the 
fact that Count Seckendorff, a well-known Prussian 
officer and painter, who accompanied the Prince of 
Wales on his Indian tour, at a review of 60,000 
Sikhs, all fiae men, inferior to.no Europeanarmy. The 
count, moreover, heard that England could collect, and 
send to Europe, fully ten times that number. With re- 
gard to her navy, it is pointed out that she has strength 
enough not 4 to carry out an offensive and defensive 
policy, but to furnish ships sufficient for the landing of 
troops at any pvint, in spite of torpedoes and other pre- 
ventives. 


In alluding to the desirability of bringing about a 
closer alliance between the seamen of the Royal navy 
and those of the mercantile marine, a London paper de- 
scribes the latter as a ‘sorry lot,” and says that the term 
**seaman,” as applied to them, is a misnomer; that they 
are falling so low in the social scale, that they compare 
most untavorably with the lowest orders of foreigners; 
and that in consequence of the almost utter worthless- 
ness of the men who present themselves as British sea- 
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men, the masters of our merchant ships are compelled to 
a poe, and that these latter form the vast ma- 
jority of the crews of English ships. Seven ‘‘ British 
seamen,” A. B.’s, and quartermasters of the P. and O. 
steamer Australia, declined to man a boat to take the 
commanding officer on board the Valorous, which had 
been sent to her assistance, the weather being ‘‘not fit,” 
and the man-of-war had to send a boat to the Australia 
in compliance with the request made by signal.
